LAND INVESTORS 


Creve Coeur Alderman 
Helped Organize 
Realty Firm Seeking 
Changes on 9 Acres.

A rezoning bill designed to 
bail out investors in a real 
estate firm a Creve Coeur al- 
derman helped organize is 
pending before the city’s board 


of aldermen, the Post-Dispatch 
was told yesterday. The firm 


séeks rezoning of part of a 


tract of land it acquired in 
1956, when a group of Negroes 
planned to build homes there. 

Records tat Jefferson City 
show that the alderman, Fran- 
cis A. Casserly, held 49 of the 
100 shares of stock which were 
outstanding when the Spoede 
Realty Corp. was incorporated 
July 23, 1956, and bought a 20- 
acre tract of land east of 
Spoede road. 

Casserly, an attorney who 
lives at 8 Chilton lane, told a 
reporter he disposed of his 
financial interest in the con- 
cern shortly after he was elect- 
ed to the Board of Aldermen 
last April. He refused to say 
to whom he had transferred 
the stock. 

Agent Until March 4. 

Records at Jefferson City 
showed he was listed as reg- 
istered agent for the concern 
until last March 4. That was 
one week after a bill was in- 
troduced in the Board of Al- 
dermen to make the zoning 
change sought by the Spoede 
concern. 

Thomas K. Warner Jr., who 
succeeded Casserly as regis- 
tered agent, said about 36 
Creve Coeur residents now 
represented in the Spoede con- 


cern face the prospect of losing 


part of their investment if the 
rezoning request is denied. The 
Post-Dispatch was told the in- 
vestment, including a mort- 
gage assumed by the Spoede 
firm, amounted to about $150,- 
000, 

The company has requested 
that nine acres in the tract it 
acquired be rezoned from one- 
acre residential! lot sizes to lots 
20,000 square feet in area, or 
about half an acre. The rezon- 
ing would increase the value of 
the land. 

Bill Before Board. 

Warner said “repeated ef- 
forts” to sell the nine-acre por- 
tion in one-acre tracts have 
been unsuccessful.

If the pro- 
posal is defeated, the rate 
would drop to the constitution- 
al limit.of 89 cents, unless a 
higher rate were approved at 
another election before May 15, 
deadline for certifying the tax 
rate to municipal and state tax 
collection agencies: 

Polls will be open from 6 
a.m; to 7 p.m. Under a law en- 
acted by the Legislature last 
year, taverns may remain open 
Tuesday because there are no 
names of candidates on the 
ballot. The school tax rate is 
the only issue before the voters 
in the special election. 

Real Estate Board Objects. 

The first organized opposi- 
tion to the proposal was an- 
nounced yesterday when the 
board of directors of the Real 
Estate Board of Metropolitan 
St. Louis said it opposed 3 
cents of the proposed 21-cent 
rise. The proposition should 
be defeated and a lower rate 
submitted to voters before the 
May 15 deadline, the directors 
said. 

Leaders of the Citizens 
School Tax Campaign Commit- 
tee called for a large voter 
turnout, expressing the hope 
that at least 100,000 persons 
will go to the polls. Election 
Board officials predicted, how- 
ever, that less than 100,000 of 
the 356,740 registered voters 
will cast ballots. 

In 
voter interest, school children 
will distribute door knob hang- 
ers tomorrow urging citizens to 
vote, and schools will close at 
1:30 p.m. Tuesday so -teachers 
and other school employes can 
join parents in handing out 
leaflets supporting the tax rise 
near polling places.

21-Cent Rise Sought.

But not everybody can write 
good tunes even in a straight, 
diatonic and somewhat reminis- 
cent language: in fact there are 
several composers of greater 
reputation who would have to 
seek other professions if they 
were dependent upon their lyri- 
cal inventiveness. So Menotti 
gets a good B plus for melody 
and an honorable mention for 
his craftsmanship in managing 
harmonies, rhythms and or- 
chestration. 

Spivakovsky’s playing was 
refined in spirit, rich in sonor- 
ity and strong and animated in 
its rhythmic life. Preceding his 
performance of the ‘concerto 
Spivakovsky also played Mo- 
zart’s Adagio in E Major, a 
substitute movement for the 
slow movement of his fifth vio- 
lin concerto. Here again his 
sensibility as an artist was 
thoroughly apparent in his 


beautiful phrasing and inflec- |. 


tion. 

The orchestral support for 
both performances was ade- 
quate, and the audience re- 


| sponded with great enthusiasm. 


As an en@ore the soloist played 
a Paganini caprice.

| YOUNG MEN SURE 
10 BE DRAFTED 


WASHINGTON, March 15 
(AP)—Selective Service offi- 
cials said today that physically 
fit and “unencumbered” .young 
single men still face “a 100} 
per cent certainty” of being | 
drafted by the time they are | 
about 23 vears old 

This is true despite relatively: 
low draft calls, now running 
13,000 a month, because of the | 
nation’s total military man- | 
power demands for active, re- | 
serve and National Guard serv- | 
ice, the officials said 


By “unencumbered” young | 
single men they said they re- 
ferred to those who do not 
enter critical occupations, the 
National Guard, the reserves or 
other fields in which they may 
gain deferment or exemption. 


No Ground for Deferment. 

Neither marriage nor father- 
hood is ground for deferment 
However, fatherhood is a basis 
for delay in induction. Hard- 
ship on dependents is a de- 
ferment qualification. 

Under regulations in effect | Hig 
since Feb. 15, 1956, local | 
boards call non-fathers 19 | 
through 25 years of age ahead 
of fathers of similar ages. 

In that connection, the serv- | 
ice’s 1956-57 annual report for | 
the year ended last June 30) 
says “Whether the non-induc- | 
tion of fathers has stimulated | 
marriages may be problemati- | 
cal, but in any event this group 
of 1-A fathers more than 
doubled during fiscal year 
1957. increasing from 151,000 
to 369.712.” 

Present Procedure. 
» Under present procedures, 
local draft boards fill their 
monthly quotas first from any 
delinquents and volunteers who | 
are 19 or older, and then from / 
the non-fathers aged 19 
through 25 who have been ex- 
amined and found acceptable.

is generally close to 23. |

The public may be left with 
the impression that it can rely 
on the courts to correct any 
mistakes made by the agencies.

Channel 6 in Beaumont, Tex. | 
Three applicants asked for the | 
channel, Beaumont Broadcast- | 
ing, the Enterprise Co. and |

On Aug. 4, 1954, the commis- 
sion gave the channel to Beau- 
mont. It preferred Beaumont 
over KTRM entirely on the cri- 
terion of “diversification,” the 
FCC's policy of discouraging | 
concentrated control of the 
media of mass communications. 


The diversification factor 
arose because an option to ob- 
tain the largest single interest 
in KTRM was held by W. P. 
Hobby, owner of the largest 
newspaper and of AM, FM and | 
television stations in nearby | 
Houston. Hobby’s wife was. 
Oveta Culp Hobby, former | 
member of the Eisenhower 
Cabinet. 

The commission vote for 
Beaumont was 4 to 3. Soon 
afterward there was a change | 
in FCC membership, and ru- | 
mor circulated of a possible 
switch from Beaumont. to 
KTRM. The rumors gained 
substance when the FCC sud- 
denly ordered its decision 
stayed and a new oral argu- 
ment held. 


Beaumont-Hobby Deal. | 


At that point the tentative 
winner of the channel, Beau- 
mont, apparently got cold feet. 
It set up a new company to 
run the station and made a 
deal with Hobby giving him an 
option_to buy about one-third 
of the new company’s stock. 
In return, KTRM dropped out. 


The third applicant, Enter- 
prise, protested to the.commis- 
sion about this Beaumont-Hob- 
by deal. It said there was 
something illogical about giv- 
ing the channel to Beaumont 
because of “diversification” 
and then letting the undiversi- 
fied Hobby buy in. 

The commission rejected En- 
terprise’s petition and reaf- 
firmed its award to Beaumont, 
Saying it could not then con- 
sider Hobby's new interest in 
Beaumont. Enterprise ap- 
pealed. | 


In late 1955 the Court of 
Appeals reversed the FCC. The 
opinion, by Judge Charles 
Fahy, is considered one of the 
landmarks in radio-television. 

“A shift among the parties 
was a shift in the foundations 
of the Aug. 4 decision,” Judge 
Fahy. wrote. “Furthermore, the 
shift was a result of financial 
arrangements of such a nature 
and so timed as to require the 
commission to scrutinize them 
to determine whether or not 
they constituted an abuse of 
the commission's processes.”

Today the major economic, social and 
political problem is: What will the Fed- 
eral Government do about unemployment? | 

The consequential questions are: When 
will the Government start to act on a 
broad front and what methods will it use? 

The economic news this week spurred 
the White House and the Capitol into 
greater activity than had been shown by 
either during the past six months. 

The biggest shock was the report of 
the Commerce and Labor Departments 
Tuesday that unemployment in February | 
had reached 5,173,000, the highest level in 
16 years. This was a seasonally adjusted 
6.7 per cent of the labor force and an 
increase of 679,000 over January, when 
the ratio was 5.8 per cent. 


Democratic Demands. 

Meanwhile, Democratic leaders in Con- 
gress, with the support of liberal Repub- 
licans, demanded quicker Administration 
action. On the motion of Senate Majority 
Leader Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, the 
Senate on Wednesday passed, 93 to l, a 
resolution stating it was “the sense of 
Congress” that the Administration should 
speed up “to the greategt practicable ex- 
tent” all public works programs for which 
funds have been appropriated, 

The same day the Senate also approved, 
86 to 0, an emergency housing bill, spon- 
sored by Democrat John J. Sparkman of 
Alabama, authorizing the Treasury to sup- 
ply $1,800,000,000 to buy mortgages from 
the Federal Housing and the Veterans Ad- 
ministrations. This legislation, it is 
claimed, will produce 200,000 new homes 
and give employment to more than 500,- 
000 persons. The House is expected to 
approve it and the speed-up resolution, 

But neither the Democratic Congres- 
sional leaders nor the Administration of- 
ficials have decided whether to couple 
tax reduction with greatly expanded pub- 
lic works expenditures, 


Less Future Spending. 

An equally distressing surprise came 
Thursday night when the Commerce De- 
partment and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission reported that business men 
planned to spend five billion dollars less 
in 1958 on plants and equipment than in | 
1957. This drop from 37 billion dollars

A lesser but still important indicator 
of the downward trend was a report of a 
sharp drop in exports during January. 

The attitude of organized labor to this | 
situation was summed .up by President 
George Meany of the AFL-CIO, who told

The differences are more striking in the 
various tax reduction plans and in their 
proposed timing. 

Vice President Richard M. Nixon and 
Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
have been the most outspoken figures in 
the Administration for a substantial tax 
reduction “if and when it becomes nec- 
essary.” President Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary Anderson have tried to check their 
exuberance, saying that no decision on | 
fax reduction has been reached.

A great Increase in housing would be 
of the most direct benefit in Oregon, 
Washington and Montana. Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon is arguing for an addi- 
tional 300,000 housing starts above the 
previous estimate of 1,100,000, the in- 
crease to be achieved through various gov- 
ernment loan programs.

Threat to Trade Act. 

The growing unemployment in textiles 
and mining is having a direct effect on 
programs the Eisenhower Administration 
considers vital to the nation’s future. From 
the South, which now has up to three- 
fourths of all textile manufacture, comes 
a strong demand for protective tariffs 
that threatens the five-year extension of 
the reciprocal trade program which the 
President puts high on his list of essen- 
tial legislation. From the mining states, 
a similar démand is likely to result in 
special exemptions for hard-hit minerals 
such as lead and zinc, with dire conse- 

ences for America’s relations with Can- 
ada, Peru, Mexico and other countries 
that sell their minerals for dollars here. 

In putting together the unemployment 
picture across the nation, there are sev- 
eral marked differences between 1958 and 
the mid-Thirties.

Surplus Foods Problem 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I have received a large amount 
of correspondence from several 
people in the St. Louis area who 
have indicated their dissatisfac- 
tion with the “apparent disregard 
of the Federal Government” for 
the distressed areas throughout 
the country with respect to the 
making available of surplus agri- 
cultural products for use. These 
statements have. increased com- 
mensurate with the need of our 
people in Southeastern Missouri. 

It has’ been my observation that 
there is a great deal of misinfor- 
mation being circulated. with re- 
spect to this problem. Don Paarl- 
berg, Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture, writes as follows: 

“The six counties currently par- 
ticipating in the Missouri welfare 
program are Mississippi, Dunklin, 
Pemiscot, Stoddard, Scott and 
New Madrid, with a total active 
caseload of 37,000 persons. 

° . . 


“If the public welfare authori- 
ties of other counties of the state 
should request available surplus 
foods for similar use, this depart- 
ment would be glad to comply im- 
mediately with shipments of the 
food items available—cheese, rice, 
corn meal, dry. milk and flour. 

“You may be surprised to learn 
that, on a nation-wide basis, only 
about one third of the counties 
have requested surplus foods for 
welfare distribution to needy fam- 
ilies, but these surplus foods: are 
available free upon request by 
yeaa state distributing agen- 
cies. 

“The Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration has no inventory of lard, 
shortening and canned meats. Sur- 
plus agricultural commodities, 
both food and non-food items, are 
acquired under existing legisla- 
tion relating to price support and 
surplus diversion activities, and 
the acquisitions are governed by 
market conditions and needs of 
the farm industry. There. are no 
laws authorizing or permitting us 
to acquire farm foods specifically 
for donation to needy families.

“About 80 per cent of present 
federal investments in surplus 
agricultural commodities consists 
of corn, wheat, cotton and tobacco. 


“The only federally-owned sur- 
plus foods now being donated to 
needy people overseas are cheese, 
nonfat dry milk, meal and flour, 
with small quantities of grain 
(corn and wheat). 

“If the requirements of the 
American people indicate that for- 
eign donations of these products 
should be terminated, we shall do 
so at once, as we have done over 
the past years with other com- 
modities, such as butter, rice, dry 
beans, shortening, cottonseed, oil,

For Recovery -- Build Schools 


Is the Administration moving too slowly 
to combat the recession? As of now, we think 
not. It is easy for politicians to wave their 
arms and utter cries of distress, but those 
who are in positions of responsibility must 
remember that a hysterical, scatter-shot eco- 
nomic program could do as mueh harm as 


an inadequate one. The situation calls for. 


surgery, not the wild flourishing of an ax. 

The American economy runs on four en- 
gines: on spending by government, spending 
by consumers, spending by business, spend- 
ing by international traders. The speed of 
each engine affects the others, and each is 
incluenced by peculiar conditions of its own. 
Government spending, for example, is offset 
in part by the taxes government collects from 
consumers, thereby reducing their personal 
purchasing power. 


A tax cut without a drop in government 
spending stimulates the economy because, to 
the employment already being generated by 
public outlays, it adds new employment gen- 
erated by consumer purchasing power. This 
is why a tax cut must be the next line of at- 
tack if other measures, such as the accelera- 
tion of defense orders, fail to spur recovery. 

’ * . « 


Even a tax cut, however, may not be 
enough, for though this would help sustain 
consumer demand, the real source of our 
trouble is the slowing down of another en- 
gine—that of business spending for plant and 
equipment. Current indications are that the 
reduction in capital investment by business 
is likely to continue, perhaps at a steeper 
rate, through 1958 and into 1959. 


A survey by Newsweek and the National 
Industrial Conference Board shows that the 
1000 largest manufacturing corporations in 
the last quarter of 1957 cut their appropria- 
tions for capital expenditure by 33 per cent 
from 1956. That contraction will be trans- 
lated into smaller expenditures throughout 
this year and perhaps into the next, if not 
beyond. The truth seems to be that some in- 
dustries, especially in durable consumer 
goods such as automobiles, are temporarily 
overbuilt in relation to normal demand. Some

The nation needs, therefore, a vigorous pro- 
gram of public works, preferably those of 
, short duration, which can be put into opera- 
tion in the latter part of the year if and when 
other measures now being taken prove insuf- 
ficient to offset the drop in capital spending 
by business. Public investment must step into 
the breach left by private investment. The 
President’s new proposal to speed up $171,- 
000,000 in public works already planned is a 
tentative move in this direction, but if the 
Administration has been derelict, it is in 
failing to move into this area with the 
requisite vigor. , 

One place where the Administration def- 
initely has been derelict is in its astonishing 
neglect of a massive school construction pro- 
gram. Nobody can question the need for 
schools, a need so obvious that the Adminis- 
tration proposed to build them in times of 
inflation when they would have competed 
with booming demands in other sectors. Now 
that fewer factories are being built, there is 
every reason to shift into school building. 

Schools fit the prescription precisely. They 
can be quickly completed, in six months to 
a year. They can be concentrated where the 
economic need is greatest. They will stimulate 
not only thé construction industry but the 
manufacture of heating plants, electrical 
equipment, steel and other durable goods. 

A truly impressive school building program, 
undertaken with administrative authority to 
accelerate or retard it as the conditions of 
next fall and winter demand, ought to be a 
cardinal point of economic policy for 1958. 


Trading to a Summit 


Russia’s latest proposal for peace talks is 
an unacceptable propaganda gambit which, 
nevertheless, need not discourage efforts to 
hold a summit meeting. 

The Kremlin picked up President Eisen- 
hower’s earlier proposal for peaceful con- 
trol of outer space, and fried to twist it to 
Russia’s advantage. Moscow's proposition is 
for United Nations control of outer space and 
supervision of the liquidation of American 
bases on foreign soil. 

This is no quid pro quo; it is more like pie 
in the sky. Russia’s missiles threat in outer 
space is as yet ill-defined, however advan- 
tageous it would be to control it. But Amer- 
ican bases overseas are the backbone of 
Western defense against the known pre- 
ponderance of Russian military strength. 
The West would not liquidate them without 
Russian agreement to a general disarmament 
plan backed by enforceable inspection. 

If a summit conference is to achieve re- 
sults, it will not be on the basis of any such 
horse trade. Results will have to come from 
more modest, and more realistic, beginnings. 
It would be more realistic to try out dis- 
armament, and inspection, in a limited area 
such as a Central European buffer zone, be- 
fore asking the major powers to disarm. 

Still the Kremlin's statement broadens the 
area for discussion and bartering. It does so 
by conceding the advantage of disarmament 
controls by the U.N., and by conceding the 
possibility, at least, of preventing military 
exploitation of outer space. 

Moreover, the maneuverings of the Rus- 
sians, and of the West as well, represent 
tacit recognition’ that a summit conference 
is next to inevitable. No doubt the approach 
will be slow. When Moscow proposed a pre- 
paratory foreign ministers’ meeting in April, 
the Russians indicated a desire to go to the 
summit in June. That schedule has been 
blocked. President Eisenhower will receive 
Britain's Prime Minister Macmillan in June 
to discuss summit plans. 

Yet éven Secretary of State Dulles now ap- 
pears to recognize that world opinion insists 
on eventual peace talks. A month ago he 
warned against assumptions that a confer- 
ence would be held, but in Manila last week 
he said a way must be found to end the im- 
passe between Russia and the United States. 

Between the cacophony from Moscow and 
the changing tune in Washington, the world 
is hearing an overture for peace negotiations. 


Lobby Paved With Gold 


One thing is certain about the proposal to 
enlarge the National Capitol by remodeling 
its historic East Frorit: its proponents had bet- 
ter get started if they hope to bring it off. 
As soon as word gets around the country of 
what a colossal waste of public funds is pro- 
posed, the idea will be as dead as a mackerel. 

Edmund R. Purves, executive director of 
the American Institute of Architects, has fig- 
ured out that if the entire $10,100,000 is used 
to move out the East Front wall, it would 
mean a $200 per square foot cost for the 
space gained. This would compare with $20 
to $30 cost per square foot in the U.N. build- 
ing in New York, the new State Department 
annex and the new Senate office building, 
both in Washington. 

Noting that this would make the additional 
Capitol space cost the taxpayers some 10 
times the comparable space in these other 
government buildings, Mr. Purves says the 
Capitol plan would “result in the most ex- 
pensive floor space in the United States since 
they paved the lobby of the Teller Hotel in 
Central City, Colo., in gold.”

They Rode With Paul Revere 


The Post Office Department paid more at- 
tention to a very well-known but inaccurate 
bit of poetry than it did to historical fact 
when it decided to put Paul Revere’s likeness 
on a new 25-cent stamp to be issued April 25. 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow wrote that 
poem beginning: 


“Listen, my children, and you shall hear 
Of the midnight ride of Paul Revere...” 


And as a result the doughty Paul Revere 
gets all the credit for the midnight ride that 
alerted the minute men to the red-coats ad- 
vancing on Concord. Actually, Revere was 
captured before he “came to the bridge in 
Concord Town.” On the gallop he had two 
companions, Dr. Samuel Prescott and William 
Dawes. Dr. Prescott succeeded in reaching 
Concord. 

Since Paul Revere has been so well immor- 
talized by Longfellow, and Dr. Prescott and 
Dawes have been lost in the backwashes of 
history, it would have been a sporting thing 
if the Post Office had honored the memories 
of all three with its stamp. As it stands, the 
Post Office is backing a horse and rider who 
did not even show at Concord. 


The Prophecy of Tilghman Cloud 


If we were to select the most worthwhile 
remarks made in St. Louis by visitors last 
week, a high place on the list would go to a 
statement by Tilghman R. Cloud of Pleasant 
Hill, Mo., population 2500, estimate based on 
gas meters. The editor of the Pleasant Hill 
Times, one of the best of Missouri weeklies, 
told the League of Women Voters of St. Louis: 


“Missouri’s present bicameral or two- 
chamber Legislature builds a case against 
itself almost every time it meets. It’s 
more than two. houses. It’s a third house 
in the committee conference rooms and 
a fourth house in its lobbies, and from 
committee to committee, house to house, 
a cold war is fought in Jefferson City. 


The speaker needed only to cite what is 
now going on in Jefferson City as support for 
his dismal analysis. Gov. Blair’s sensible 
plan for a long-range capital budget system 
for Missouri has had its heart cut out in the 
State Senate. The urgent bill to give St. Louis 
more authority over its earnings tax has 
bogged down. In both cases State Senator 
Edward J. Hogan of St. Louis has turned 
against the public interest. 

But, as Mr. Cloud pointed out, when the 
two chambers pass the buck back and forth, 
the public loses track and responsibility is 
hard to fix. The late Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska believed he had the solution in the 
one-chamber legislature with a relatively 
small number of members, better paid and 
operating under a statewide spotlight. 

Missouri is almost on record in favor of the 
single-chamber. Back in 1944, when the 
present State Constitution was voted on, the 
ballot also contained a proposal to do away 
with the present unsatisfactory, buck-passing 
two-chamber assembly. Because of conflicts 
with the proposed new Constitution, unicam- 
eral had no newspaper support and little 
backing of any kind, yet it polled 36 favor-

There are many sincere proponents 
of the view that massive preparations

In a recent article in Foreign Af- 
fairs and still more recently in an 
article in Life magazine Dr. Teller 
explains his views concerning dis- 
armament. He states that “since a 
political solution of the global prob- 
lem is nowhere in sight, it has been 
proposed to make the world more 
peaceful by eliminating the means 
rather than the causes of war.” 


He then states that it is obvious 
that the Second World War was 
brought about by a race in disarma- 
ment, and although he notes in pags- 
ing that historical analogies are not 
reliable, it is amply clear that he is 
convinced that any agreement on 
our part aimed at achieving some 
arms limitations would be suicidal. 


Concerning the Iron Curtain, it 
seems clear to me that Dr. Teller is 
motivated by a deep-rooted hatred of 
the Soviet Union which borders upon 
the fanatic. From this hatred there 
stems the belief that no agreement 
with the Soviet Union can be trusted 
and that in our modern technologi- 
cal age no inspection system can be 
relied upon. “In the contest between 
the bootlegger and the police,” he 
says, “the bootlegger has a great 
advantage.” 


Ever-Present H-Bomb 


I should like to make my position 
with respect to the Soviet Union 
clear. I dislike her form of govern- 
ment as intensely as I dislike any 
totalitarian regime. I do not believe 
she would keep agreements unless it 
were to her advantage to do so. 


But I do not believe that the Soviet 
leaders are stupid, nor that they are 
necessarily blinded by preconceived 
goals to the extent that they would 
attempt to achieve those goals by 
means which would seriously jeopar- 
dize their own security. 

The policy as prescribed by Dr. 
Teller is to continue the arms race 
into the indefinite future. He offers 
us no short-term or even

The degree of wishful thinking 
which is involved in this view is, I 
believe, fantastic. In a rapidly chang- 
ing world, such a situation would be 
about as stable as a billiard ball bal- 
anced on a pinhead. 

So, of all of our short-range goals, 
the one of overwhelming urgency, it 
seems to me, is to secure agreements 
which would make it extremely diffi- 
cult for the Soviet Union and the 
United States to engage--in..large- 
scale nuclear war. 


Network of Detectors 


Dr. Teller believes that any such 
agreements would work to our dis- 
advantage because we could not be 
certain that the Soviet Union might 
not “bootleg” tests. I challenge this 
view, and in doing so I do not stand 
alone in the scientific world. 


I believe that it is possible for us 
to secure agreements to stop tests 
and I believe further that the agree- 
ments could be of such a nature that 
the Soviet Union would adhere to 
them because it would be very much 
to her advantage to do so. 

I also believe that it is well within 
the realm of feasibility to establish 
a detection system which would make 
the bootlegging of tests extremely 
difficult, if not impossible. 

First, we could agree to stop test- 
ing nuclear explosives for a specified 
period of not less than one year and 
not more than three. 

During the first few months of 
the agreement, an international con- 
ferénce could be held, composed pri- 
marily of scientists and technologists 
in the military-nuclear field, for the 
purpose of discussing the technical 
requirements for detecting tests. 


It seems likely to me that a world 
wide network of land-based detection 
stations, spaced approximately at 
1000-mile intervals, coupled with a 
similar network of observation ships 
over the oceans, would be a reason- 
able. recommendation. These §sta-

In view of this possibility and in 
order to place the United States on 
an equal footing with the Soviet 
Union, I would be inclined to legalize 
secret nuclear tests—in short to make

THE HUMOR OF PETER De- 
Vries is eclectic and hospitable. The 
main character in his latest novel is a 
preacher of sorts named Andrew Mack- 
ere] who in his student days at the 
theological seminary was known — you 
guessed it—as “Holy” Mackerel. It’s 
hard to believe that DeVries would 
choose a name just for the sake of a 
throwaway pun; but you can’t be sure, 
not when you read that Mr. Chance, the 
local detective is called “Fat” Chance. 

After that all personal nomenclature 
becomes suspect and the reader is likely 
to pause a moment over Mrs. Calico, 
Mrs. Sponsible, Freddy Residue and Dr. 
von Pantz. 

One mustn’t suppose, however, that 
“The Mackerel Plaza” depends entirely 
on gags and double-meanings. These 
are merely incidental features of a high- 
spirited comedy in which character, dia- 
logue and situation are of equa] im- 
portance. 

The main situation is brought about 
by Mackerel’s desire, which is precisely 
the right word in the circumstances, for 
a second wife. As pastor of a “liberal” 
church in Avalon, Conn., he propounds 
an advanced theology that he considers 
appropriate to the Age of Relativity. 
His parishioners like him without al- 
ways understanding the refinements of 
reasoning that he applies to the Mosaic 
law and practices associated with the 
old-time religion. Moreover, there are 
backsliders in the flock. 


IN ANY CASE the ladies of the 
parish treasure good works and believe 
in paying tribute to the more faithful 
toilers in the vineyards. The most spec- 
tacular toiler known to Avalon was the 
late Mrs. Mackerel whose accidental 
death has left the town without a leader 
in this field.

Confusion Amidst Crisis 


Kennan’s Masterly Study of 


THE DECISION TO INTERVENE, by 
George F. Kennan. (Princeton Uni- 
wersity Press, 513 pgs., $7.50.)

MORE INTERESTING than 
second-guessing the quarterback at Mon- 
day's lunch is speculating on how the 
wheels of history might have been 
switched. to a track other than the one 
down which they rolled. Careful scholar 
that he is, George Kennan, our former 
ambassador to .Moscow and architect 
as well as critic of American policy to- 
ward the Kremlin, cannot resist pointing 
out opportunities for such guessing in 
“The Decision to Intervene,” the second 
volume of his study of Soviet-American 
relations in 1917-1920. 


Kennan, however, leaves the guessing 
to the reader—if he wants to add a little 
piquancy to what might otherwise seem 
an inordinately careful straining of wa- 
ter already over the dam. In so far as 
the author has a purpose beyond a 
careful recording of the facts, it is that 
governments — and their citizens — may 
learn to avoid in the future decisions as 
blindly made as were many of those of 
this seminal period. 

As in the first volume of this mas- 
terly study, Kennan shows how unin- 
formed, unconsidered, unco-ordinated, 
misguided and utterly amateur the han- 
dling of Russian-American affairs was 
at the time of the Bolshevik revolution. 
As the study progresses, it shows no im- 
provement in American diplomacy as 
the nation blundered and stumbled to- 
ward intervention at Murmansk-Arch- 
angel and at Viadivostok. 


Thus the United States became in- 
volved in military action in which it did 
not want to be involved. Steps ordered 
by President Wilson actually turned out 
to be at variance with the Wilsonian 
policy on Russia—insofar such a policy 
had been evolved—through a sad ne- 
glect of the careful art of diplomacy. 


MR. KENNAWN stops far short of 
saying that our present relationship 
with the Soviet Union might be other 
than what it is if we had acted more 
sagaciously 40 years ago. He probably 
feels that there is so vast a difference 
of outlook between the two nations that 
a strained relationship is all but in- 
evitable. 

Yet this only underscores the simple 
moral that high explosives should be 
handled with the utmost care. This we 
did not do 40 years ago; and we sti'l 
have much to learn about dealing with 
“a worldly power, ideologically hostile

In the circumstances Andrew feels 
that his courtship of Molly should be 
conducted secretly; after all it would be 
indelicate to announce his engagement 
to one ,lady while publicly eulogizing 
her predecessor.

Given the situation in Washington, 
it was inevitable that the American am- 
bassador, Missouri's former Gov. David 
Francis, should be without sure guid- 
ance. Lesser diplomats, including such 
able men as Poole and Summer, were, 
if possible, even more in the dark. 
And they were in Moscow, in daily con- 
tact with the regime of Lenin and Trot- 
sky, while Francis was acting as doyen 
of the remnants of the diplomatic corps 
in Volgoda, trying to acquaint the Sia- 
mese and the Brazilian ambassadors 
with the pleasures of poker. 


Also on the scene were such quasi- 
official American representatives as 
Robbins of the Red Cross, Sessions and 
Bullard of George Creel’s propaganda 
organization, and Harrison of the rail- 
road mission. For the most part, they 
were men of exceptionable good will, 
but there was not enough exchange of 
information between them and official 
representatives. 


THERE WAS a general ignoring of 
diplomatic channels, and a general in- 
expertness in observation and in the 
formation of opinions. Robbins, of 
course, was relatively close to the Bol- 
shevik leaders, thanks in part to his 
plan for Russian-American economic co- 
operation. Chicherin, ‘the first Bolshe- 
vik foreign minister and a man doomed 
to the most bitter disappointment, was 
much more friendly to the Americans 
than to other foreigners. And Poole, 
young as he was and compelled to act 
on his own authority, handled himself 
well. But Moscow in the summer of 
1918 was no place for playing things by 
ear. 

After Brest-Litovsk, the British- 
French guarding of war materials at 
Murmansk and Archangel gradually 
went beyond its limited scope. Co- 
operation with the luke-warm Bolshe- 
viki of Murmansk developed just as 
hostility grew between the Allies and 
the more rabid revolutionaries in Arch- 
angel. 


Despite Wilson, there was Allied in- 
tervention in Russian affairs. And be- 
cause of the inadequacies of diplomacy, 
Wilson committed American troops to 
the adventure; and American officials 
had to flee the country or be held as 
hostages — or worse instead of being 
guided by firm policy, a major inter- 
national alignment was shaped almost 
by accident.

On the Law 


THE BILL OF RIGHTS, by 
Learned Hand. (Harvard 
University Press, 82 pgs., 
$2.50.)

IT 18 VERY seldom that 
academic lectures on the law 
attract the ‘attention ac- 
corded last month to Judge 
Learned Harnd’s three lec- 
tures at Harvard in memory 
of the late Supreme Court 
Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. The explanation for 
this attention is simply 
stated: at 86 Judge Hand is 
outstanding among . federal 
judges. Although recently 
retired as Chief Judge of 
the United States Court of 
Appeals in New York, he is 
still sitting in many cases. 

There is so much judicial 
experience and learning in 
these lectures that they are 
not easily summarized. In 
essence Judge Hand finds no 
authority in the Constitution 
for Supreme Court decisions 
which take precedence over 
the other branches of the 
government through judicial 
review of legislative and 
executive acts on the state 
and national levels. 

He disclaims any ability 
to define “due process” or 
“equal protection of the 
laws” as applied by the Su- 
preme Court and cites the 
1954 public school desegrega- 
tion decision as a case in 
which the highest tribunal 
did “ ‘overrule’ the legisla- 
tive judgment by its own re- 
appraisal] of the values at 
stake.” 


BUT IF Judge Hand is un- 
certain about the constitu- 
tional authority he is sure 
about the practical necessity 
which can be just as effec- 
tive in giving shape to a 
mattef of government as the 
text of the Constitution it- 
self. At the same time he 
finds no reason to believe 
that courts can or should in- 
validate unreasonable laws. 
That would embroil judges, 
so he believes, in political 
and social controversies that 
only the people can settle. 

Nor does Judge Hand look 

on the courts as guardians 
of liberty, which he believes 
must live in the hearts of 
the people. His views as to 
the survival of freedom are 
in large part shared on the 
Supreme Court by his friend, 
Justice Felix Frankfurter, 
and vigorously opposed by 
Justice William O. Douglas 
who joined the issue in so 
many words in his new book, 
“The Right of the People” 
(reviewed Feb. 2). 
JUDGE HAND’S ability 
to put his thought crisply 
and graphically, in terms 
that can be easily under- 
stood, comes out on every 
page. Discussing the ques- 
tion of control of the man- 
ner in which religious teach- 
ing may be spread, he told 
his Harvard audience, now 
enlarged to include the 
readers of this book: 

“If airplanes hovered over 
cities through the night bel- 
lowing forth religious propa- 
ganda, I cannot doubt that - 
it would be constitutional to 
stop them.” 

Learned Hand's views on 
aspects of the Bill of Rights 
will evoke both strong sup- 
port and hot criticism. But 
that is the way it both’ is 
and should be in the evolu- 
tion of the law of a self- 
governing democracy. Dean 
Erwin N. Griswold of the 
Harvard Law School per- 
formed a service in persist- 
ing until Judge Hand deliv- 
ered the Holmes lectures. 
For although Learned Hand 
is now in his ninth decade 
this is the first book which 
this pre-eminent member of 
our bench has himself put 
together.

THE NINTH ANNUAL 
NATIONAL BOOK 
AWARDS were presented 
on Tuesday of last week in 
New York to John Cheever 
for his novel “The Wapshot 
Chronicle,” to Catherine 
Drinker Bowen for her non- 
fiction work, “The Lion and 
the Throne,” and to Robert 
Penn Warren for his book of 
Poetry, “Promises: Poems 
1954-1956.” The awards, 
which are the only industry- 
wide honors in the book pub- 
lishing field, are given to the 
most distinguished American 
books of fiction, non-fiction 
and poetry published dur- 
ing the previous year. 


The citation to Cheever 
describes “The Wapshot 
Chronicle” as: “A _ novel 
which records with humor, 
with candor, with complete 
originality, a variety of emo- 
tions and experiences. It 
conveys human qualities so 
intensely that they seem to 
rub off on everything else 
—furniture, houses, animals, 
the weather, even. It sug- 
gests, as no other recent 
novel has, the survival and 
impact of 19th-century feel- 
ings and loyalties in a 20th- 
century world.”

“This biography of Sir Ed-

THE CHURCH-STATE 
PROBLEM is a fixture in 
our society -—e whether it 
erupts into headlines, as it 
did in Italy a couple of 
weeks ago, or merely pro- 
vides food for the regular 
bulletins of the POAU. For 
a decade the storm center 
for much of the controversy 
has been Mr. Paul Blansh- 
ard, who in a series of books 
has set forth the grounds for 
the fear of those who regard 
the Roman Catholic Church 
as a menace to American 
freedom. 


Mr. Blanshard’s attacks 
have inspired a number of 
replies from spokesmen for 
the Catholic Church, The 
books of both Mr. Cross and 
Mr. Shields are contributions 
to this discussion, The for- 
mer is a teacher of history 
at Swarthmore. The latter, 
as well as having taught and 
written, is active in Demo- 
cratic politics in California. 


Professor Cross combats 
the commonly’ expressed 
view that all Roman Catho- 
lics are required to hold uni- 
form views on all matters 
concerning their church; that 
they have to accept without 
question every opinion of the 
clergy and to present a 
united front even on such 
subjects as the separation of 
church and state and the 
content -of public education. 

He shows the error of this 
belief by tracing the course 
of liberalism in the Church 


from its emergence in the | 


latter part of the nineteenth 
century. In many fields — 
social reform, temperance, 
Henry Georgism, the labor 
movement, universal educa- 
tion, intellectualism — con- 
servatives and liberals have 
been sharply divided, and, 
he says, still are. 

His is a scholarly book, 
documented up tothe hilt. 
It would have been more 
useful to the general reader 
if he had taken the trouble 
to summarize his findings 
and state his conclusions. 


WE ARE PLUNGED 
into a fascinating semantic 
jungle, however, when wet 
turn to Dr. Shields’s treat- 
ment of much the same 
theme. His object, like Dr. 


Cross’s. is to show—entirely | 


by theory in this case—that 
there is no incompatibility 
between democracy and 
Catholicism. Certainly, he 
says, there is none at the 
local level, which is the area 
of his concern, viewing the 
problem as he does from the 
standpoint of a member of 
the Westside Civic Improve- 
ment League. 

He finds that democra- 
cy and Catholicism do not 
conflict because, basically, 
there is no necessary con- 


nection between them. A 
Catholic can be a_ good 
democrat, and vice versa. 
The intriguing part of his 
analysis, however, is his 
argument that neither de- 
mocracy nor Catholicism is 
compatible with liberalism. 
Liberals are indeed for him 
the cause of all the ‘trouble, 
As a creed liberalism, he says, 
has been rejected by both 
Catholicism and democracy 
—mainly, by the first, be- 


cause it erects Reason, in 
place of God, and by the 
second, because it opposes 
the sovereign popular will. 

In Dr. Cross’s book it 
is the liberals who trust 
American democracy (and 
the conservatives who dis- 
trust it), whereas for Dr. 


Shields it is just’ the oppo- 
site. To Cross a liberal is one 
like Cardinal Gibbons or 
Archbishop Ireland, who 
stood for rapprochement be- 
tween church and _ society 
and culture, who denied that 
any grounds existed for 
doubting Catholics’ loyalty 
to American institutions and 
accepted the American con- 
cept of separation of church 
and state because of the 
freedom it gave the Church. 
MR. SHIELDS’S 
treatment of liberalism is the 
weakest part of his thesis. It 
is nonsense to identify it 
with the Federalists who pre- 
ferred elitist rule to popular 
and supported the Constitu- 
tion only because it was a 
bulwark against the people. 
Reading between the lines it 
would, in fact, be easy to 
believe that the root of his 
dislike of liberals is their at- 
tachment to the Constitution. 

Mr. Shields, who claims 
not to be a Catholic, has 
made a diligent study of 
Thomism. It is regrettable 
that he did not make an 
equally diligent study 
Protestant, i.e. Calvinist and 
Puritan, political 
because he would then have 
discovered the real roots of 
the public philosophy which 
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gave birth to America. He 
would, for instance, have 
come across the vital princi- 
ple of Representative Gov- 
ernment, without which 
there can be no understand- 
ing of the origins of Ameri- 
can freedom. 

As Mr. Shields does not at 

any point come to grips with 
any of the real points at 
issue on this vastly impor- 
tant question, but prefers to 
remain wholly in the unsub- 
stantial realm of theory, I 
doubt whether his book will 
achieve its aim of reassuring 
the doubters. 
AGAINST THESE 
two books, and *#il the sim- 
ilar ones that preceded them, 
again comes Mr. Blanshard, 
with a completely revised 
edition of his “American 
Freedom and Catholic Pow- 
er,’ which set off the explo- 
sion 10 years ago. 

Mr. Blanshard retracts 
nothing and yields no ground. 
All he has done is to add to 
his material to bring it up 
to date. 

“My fundamental theses 
remain unchanged,” he says. 
“The conflict between hier- 
archical power and American 
institutions has never been 
more obvious. The battle has 
broken out on many fronts 
in the areas of censorship, 


education, marriage, medi- 
cine, birth control, and 
science. Millions of 


Americans who had never 
been aware of the issues in- 
volved in the struggle have 
now come to realize that the 
battle is one of the irrepres- 
sible conflicts of our time.” 

All that can be added is 
that every intelligent Ameri- 
can will want to study both 
sides of this big question. 
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Standards at an Art Exhibition

“AS UNPREDICTABLE as a 
jury” is a simile that has been heard— 
expressively enriched by overtones of 
surprise and thunderstruck dismay— 
around courthouses ever since the jury 
system came into being. Under the 
jury tradition of justice, a detached 
group of citizens is asked to consider, 
calmly and objectively, evidence that is 
put before it, and then to pronounce 
judgment, as legal language puts it, 
“without fear or favor.” 

The free hand of the jury is as vital 
a tradition in art exhibitions selected 
by this means as it is in courts of law. 

An instance in St. Louis of how fear- 
less and favorless an art jury can be 
occurred in the current exhibition of 
oil paintings and sculpture at the Ar- 
tists’ Guild. Out of 287 paintings and 
23 sculptures in competition for the 
biggest first prize of any exhibition in 
this area this season, the two-man jury 
allowed 20 paintings and two sculptures 
to go on view. It awarded the $400 first 
prize and the $100 second prize, but it 
withheld the $75 third prize and con- 
ferred no honorable mentions. 

The custom in a juried show is to 
turn complete authority over to the 
judges. They determine which works 
will be accepted for display and which 
will receive prizes. For the Oil Painting 
and Sculpture competition, both judges 
were brought in from outside the St. 
Louis area.. They were Will Freund, 
instructor in art at Stephens College, 
Columbia, Mo., and W. Dean Warnholtz, 
who holds a similar position at Carle- 
ton College, Northfield, Minn. Both 
men are painters. 

In accordance with protocol in such 

matters, Freund and Warnholtz were 
informed what prizes were being made 
available; they were told that this was 
a regional show in which the Guild 
wished to exhibit outstanding work 
done in this area, and they were told 
that space was available in two galleries 
for up to about 60 paintings and as 
many sculptures as they wanted to ad- 
mit. From there on, the jury was on 
its own. 
FREUND SAID afterward that in 
the chosen works “the esthetic com- 
munication is more definite, more 
clear-cut, has less confusion... . So 
often the existence of the reverse pre- 
vailed. The result. was much exercise 
with too little origina] direction. ... . 
Too great a number of the works 
seemed involved in mere ‘picture- 
making,’ oblivious to the _ essential 
values of honest painting.” 

Warnholtz said his main concern was 
to sustain a high level of quality. “It 
is necessary to forfeit quantity in the 
search for quality, and this particular 
exhibition has surely met the test of a 

good quality show.” 

The exhibition, as it now appears on 
the walls, is a first-rate show, all right. 
In content, it runs largely to abstract 
treatment of images that retain their 
Original identities but are transformed 
through the artists’ personal vision. 

Fred Dreher’s plexiglass sculpture, 
“The Eternal Mother,” is a hen sitting 
on an egg, a subject about as far from 
the sublime as you can get and which, 
moreover, is loaded with the hazards of 
ending up as a piece of banality. The 
work takes on value as art through its 
transcendent treatment of a common- 
place idea. 


SEVERAL OF THE paintings are 
abstract both in idea and the treatment 
of it. “Germination,” by JoAnn Watts, 
is another version of the hen-and-egg 
theme, but it takes form as an explosive 
effect of red and blue colors on white. 

Conrad Woods's first prize winner is 
titled “Soledad,”’ the Spanish word for 
“solitude.” The idea of solitude here is 
expressed in a form painted in low- 


keyed brown touched with white, and 
isolated in light-toned space. Its visual 
effect is comparable to that of a minor 
chord struck on a piano, which pro- 
duces a musical effect associated with 
melancholy. 

The winners include several teach- 
ers—William Fett, Siegfried Reinhardt 
(who won second .prize), Donn Steward, 
Howard Jones and Stanley Tasker, all 
art instructors at Washington Univer- 
sity; Arthur L. Kanak and Judith Glo- 
ver, art instructors at Lindenwood Col- 
lege, and John Wehmer, art instructor 
at the University of Illinois. Fred Dre- 
her teaches art at John Burroughs 
School. 

Reinhardt and Joan Velligan are 

stained glass designers. Alta Alberga, a 
former art teacher, recently from Wich- 
ita, Kan., won a Missouri Show prize 
with the first painting she exhibited in 
St. Louis; Ann Lehmann is a housewife; 
Miriam McKinnie is a full-time painter, 
printmaker and teacher; Ann Scott, the 
second sculptor admitted to the show, 
is a housewife. Albert Aloe is a busi- 
ness man. JoAnn Watts and Conrad 
Woods are cousins, and both are work- 
ing on master’s degrees in art at the 
University of Illinois. All the artists 
live in the St. Louis area. 
AFTER THE JUDGING, one 
woman artist reported that she imme- 
diately picked up her entries, took them 
home and put them beside other recent 
works for an agonizing reappraisal. “lI 
decided that my work just hasn't been 
up to my best possibilities,” she said. 

One long-time Guild member said, 
“The two best things about the show 
are Fred Dreher’s installation of the 
work and the Gustav Goetsch-Fred G. 
Carpenter show in the adjoining gal- 
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Drastic Judging, but a First-rate Show, at Artists’ Guild 


lery.” (The latter show, by former 
Washington University instructors who 
taught the teachers of some of the 
exhibiting artists, creates interesting 
contrasts between traditional and con- 
temporary styles.) 

Several Artists’ Guild members said 
they believed that the standards set by 
the judges had been too rigorous, and 
that the publie was thus denied a repre- 
sentative showing of current work by 
area artists. 

Rodney Winfield, chairman of the 
Guild’s Art Section, said that such a 
complaint raises the question of whether 
the Guild’s most important show should 
encourage sub-standard art. 

“If we put on a juried show,” he said, 
“we have to give the jury free rein, 
and we have to accept what they give 
us. Our goal is to raise the standards, 
not to qualify them, and we can't do 
that by exhibiting a lot of potboilers. 
The jury gave us an excellent show.” 

It is a test of the artist's dedication to 
go through the rejection experience, 
and then to come back again the next 
time, but that is one of the professional 
qualities that separates the men from 
the boys. There are good arguments in 
favor of. a show or two a year in which 
the standards are really tough. But, 
the judges having found 22 works that 
met these standards, it is hard to under- 
stand what stayed their hand when it 
came to awarding that $75 third prize. 
FOR THE RECORD: Francis 
Deck, not Emil Frei Jr., designed the 
windows of St. Peter’s Catholic Church 
in Kirkwood. Deck is a veteran design- 
er in the firm headed by Frei, who was 
credited with this design in a recent 
Everyday Magazine story by this writer.

Public Libraries Are on the Move 


Special Services Here Reach Ever Greater Numbers

NATIONAL LIBRARY Week be- 
gins today and extends through March 
22. What it celebrates may not be evi- 
dent to the casual pedestrian on Olive 
street unless he is a beneficiary of the 
many facilities offered by the libraries 
in the St. Louis area. But if he is—and 
has a poetic turn of mind—he may 
realize that a library is a place where 
one man can live a thousand lives and 
in the company of the great and the 
brave. 

Libraries are meant for everybody, 
however, and not merely for scholars 
or vicarious adventurers. Moreover, a 
modern library system, as in St. Louis, 
is no longer just a collection of build- 
ings containing collections of books. 
They are on the move quite literally; 
and their “special services” range from 
free movies to chess playing. 

Although widely diversified these 
“special serviees’” have a common pur- 
pose: To appeal to a variety of tastes 
and to reach as many people as pos- 
sible with nourishment for the mind 
and the imagination. 

THE INTENSIFIED EFFORT 
on the part of libraries to develop a 
program of special services is of re- 
cent origin, principally within the last

“The second classification includes 
such special services as films, records 
and art, which do not necessarily in- 
volve the reading of books, but do serve 
to draw patrons into the library. A 
sampling of the 7000 recordings avail- 
able at the St. Louis Library lists Bach, 
modern jazz, square dances, musical 
shows, languages from French to 
Chinese, shorthand dictation practice, 
and sounds of frogs, insects and storms 
for the hi-fi addict | 

THE FILM DEPARTMENT has 
a catalogue of between 800 and 900 
16mm sound films on such subjects as 
arts and crafts, music, juvenile prob- 
lems, nature, travel and world friend- 
ship. An additional service of this de- 
partment is for invalids who are unable 
to hold books. It consists of furnishing 
filmed books and a machine which pro- 
jects them on the ceiling of the pa- 
tient’s room. 

Although the art department has 
been long established, mention should 
properl® be made of its exhibits of the 
work of modern artists and of its large 
collection of mounted prints, which 
may be borrowed and hung on the walls 
of one’s apartment or home. 

Film shows and book review programs 
are other attractions of the library. 

At the St. Louis Library, book review 
programs are scheduled for the noon 
hour on Tuesdays. 

The third classification of special 
services might be headed “the library 
goes to the people.” The media it uses 
include television, radio and bookmo- 
biles. The Public Library at present has 
two weekly television programs on 
KETC, Channel 9. They are “Book- 
Mark,” Monday at 9:45 p.m, and “My 
Favorite Reading.” Thursday at 8:45 
p.m. “Fun With Books.” Friday at 12:45 
p.m., is on Channe] 2, KTVI. Well- 
known members of the community are 
invited to appear on these programs for 


discussions and book reviews. On radio, 
there is a program for children called 
“Stories, Old and New,” Thursday at 
1:15 p-m., Station WEW. 

As for bookmobiles, the County LI- 
brary is outstanding in this respect. 
It operates a fleet of 16 mobile units. 
each carrying from 3000 to 5000 books 
and serving a 455-square-mile area with 
196 elementary and high schools and 
numerous rural and suburban communi- 
ties. This is believed to be the largest 
fleet of bookmobiles owned by any one 
library. The St. Louis Library operates 
a fleet of three bookmobiles, making 55 
stops in areas of the city where there 
are no branch libraries. 

The new trend in library operation, 
and the equally enterprising trend 
toward contemporary architecture and 
interior design in new library buildings, 
is also notable 
OUTSTANDING LOCAL exam- 
ples are the County Library at 6814 
Natural Bridge road, and the Rock Road 
Branch, 0267 St. Charles Rock Road. 
In both libraries, extensive use has been 
made of color, large glassed-in areas, 
and attractive furniture and equipment. 
The atmosphere is informal and re- 
laxed. Two additional branch libraries, 
one, nearing completion, at 9920 Lin- 
Ferry drive, and another, to be erected 
at Old Halls Ferry Road and Highway 
61-66; and a new headquarters, to be 
constructed on a site near Clayton road 
and Lindbergh boulevard; will, when 
completed, also reflect the most forward 
looking of contemporary styles. 

As circulation figures show, the new 
approach in library operation is paying 
off. The Pubjic Library in 1957 had a 
circulation of 2.395.734 as compared 
with 1,929,621 in 1951. The County Li- 
brary's 1957 circulation figure was 
1,778,333 as compared with -447,.424 in 
1947. It seems that libraries are wel! on 
the way toward achieving their purpose 
of bringing books to everybody.

Festival at Spoleto 


To Present “Art of Two Worlds” 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


A NEW SUMMER ARTS FESTIVAL is being 
arranged for the Italian hill town of Spoleto and if its 
sponsors succeed in: getting the necessary money it will 
be held this year during the month of June. Under ordinary 
circumstance this event would attract no great amount of 
attention. Festivals are no longer rare phenomena in either 
Europe or America. The Spoleto festival, however, has 
been conceived in a new spirit and with objectives that 
go well beyond the hope of making Spoleto another tourist 
resort. 


The Festival of Two Worlds, as ‘it will be called, was 
conceived by the composer Gian-Carlo Menotti as a méans 
of advancing the arts of his native Italy and of the United 
States where he received his musical education and his 
first public recognition. As an outstandingly successful 
composer for the lyric theater Menotti would have little 
time for public service if he responded to all his professional 
opportunities. Nevertheless he has dedicated himself to 
the Spoleto Festival because his imagination has been 
kindled by its possibilities. 


The main intentions of the festival program are to 
introduce gifted young artists of both countries to an 
international audience, to establish a community of interest 
between representatives of the old world and the new, and 
to bring the best of America’s national art to the attention 
of our friends in Europe. Events projected will include 
representations of instrumental music, opera, drama, the 
visual arts and films. 


THOMAS SCHIPPERS will be the musical director, 
Jerome Robbins and John Butler will produce ballets and 
dance programs, Jose Quintero will be the drama director 
and the activities pertaining to the visual arts will be 
supervised by Giovanni Urbani of Italy. 


The festival will be opened officially on June 5 with a 
performance of Verdi's “Macbeth.” Other events will include 
productions of Daudet's “L’Arlesienne”’ with Bizet’s inciden- 
tal music, Stravinsky's “Les Noces,” two new American 
ballets, an unproduced play by Eugene O'Neill named 
“Hughie,” a one-act play by Thornton Wilder, and a new 
American opera, “The Witch,” by Leo Boiby. 

In speaking of the musical aspect of the Festival the 
American conductor Thomas Schippers, who was recently 
in St. Louis, said that rehearsal would begin early enough 
to insure the most thorough preparation. The young artists 
involved would not be “name attractions.” To rely on 
established reputations would defeat one of the main purposes 
of the enterprise. On the other hand, he says, young 
personnel available will permit a selection of “exciting 
talents” and productions that will be distinguished by their 
high finish as well as the enthusiasm of youth. An orchestra 
of 65 pieces from Trieste has been engaged 


ARRANGEMENTS HAVE BEEN MADE for the 


housing of performers and student groups who will make 
Spoleto a point in their itineraries Other. visitors will 
probably find it more convenient to stay in Assisi, which 
is only half an hour away, or Perugia, also nearby. As 
Spoleto is situated equidistant from Florence and Rome— 
about 40 miles in each case—a round trip of an hour and 
a half would be possible for visitors traveling by automobile 
from either city. 


Spoleto supports a population of about 10,000. It has 
never been a cultural center—not in recent years at least— 
but it has two theaters: a nineteenth century opera house 


which will seat 1000 spectators and a smaller structure 
for an audience of about 300. The local authorities have 
agreed to make any repairs that may be needed The 


central government is also interested but is not in a position 
to offer any subsidies as yet 


MR. MENOTTI AND ASSOCIATES have raised 
$150,000, at the last accounting, toward a total maintenance 
fund of $200,000. Meanwhile, plans are going forward 
confidently. Dario and Dorle Soria, who retently sold 
out their interests in Angel records, have taken over as 
administrators of the Festival and are now in Europe. 

The future of the Spoleto Festival depends largely on 
the success of its first season. If all goes well Mr. 
Menotti and his associates, who have been dreaming about 
it for three years or more, are convinced that its foundation 
as a creative center will be firmly established.

STRAVINSKY’S “Le Sacre du Printemps” has no ter- 
rors for a modern audience but it is rarely played. The large 
personnel required for a performance makes it a luxury 
item for most orchestras and it is conceivable that it may 
become passe to musicians without ever having been heard 
by the large public. The reproducing machine, however, 
has made it generally available in record form. 

The latest recording of the “Sacre” has been made by 
L’Orchestre de la Suisse Romande under the direction of 
Ernest Ansermet. It deserves comparison with any others 
now extant for its lines are clearly drawn, it is built up 
systematically toward its two big climaxes, its colors are 
bright, and its primitive body rhythms are forcefully enuncl- 
ated. (London, One 12-inch LP.) 


ONE COULD SPEND a lifetime in concert halls with- 
out knowing that several composers had written works for a 
quartet of ‘Cellos. A recording by the ‘Cello Quartet of the 
New York Philharmonic Orchestra is therefore a genuine 
novelty as are three of the works imprisoned in its plastie 
grooves. These are “Old Dance Tunes from Fifteen Hun- 
garian Peasant Songs” by Bela Bartok, two pieces by Josef 
Jongen, a piece by a Hungarian composer named Moor and’ 
a transcription by Laszlo Varga of a Vivaldi Concerto Grosso 
for strings. The composers deal ingeniously with their medi- 
um by developing the material through the widest possible 
range and bringing out, in consequence, a remarkable variety 
of timbres. The players are quite equal to these demands. 
The highest part does not whine and the lowest doesn’t growl. 
Members of the performing quartet are: Laszlo Varga, Na- 
than Stutch, Martin Ormandy and Anthony Sophos, (Decca, 
One 12-inch LP.) 


INTERPRETATIONS BY ROBERT CASA- 
DES US of four Beethoven sonatas may not be exactly “echt 
Deutsch” but they are sensitive and-expansive performances 
just the same. The Farewell or Les Adieux Sonata I find 
particularly charming; also the quiet—rather than throbbing 
—reflectiveness of the “Moonlight” sonata. The foursome is 
completed by the “Appassionata”’ and the Opus 78. The tone 
reproduction is less satisfactory in soft passages than in loud; 
the piano sounds at times as if the keys were being struck 
by tiny boxing gloves. (Columbia, One 12-inch LP.) —T.B.S.

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LONDON, March 15 — The 
British and American govern- 
ments are trying to get together 
on an agreement for getting rid 
of millions of dollars worth of 
United States military equip- 
ment given to the British 
since the last war. 

The British have dumped 
some $6,000,000 worth back in- 
to the laps of the Americans 
because they don’t want it any | 
more. | 

It is being stored at 17 
British and American bases all 
over England and includes 
everything from Sherman tanks 
to salt and pepper shakers. 

Some of it is obsolete. Some 
is not wanted because the 
British are cutting down on 
their armed forces. 

Not Allowed To Sell. 

Under the present agreement, | 
the British are not allowed to | 
sell it. The Americans may | 
dispose of only $150,000 worth | 
a year as scrap. This ceiling | 
can be met in one month. 

The Americans have had to 
increase their staff looking | 
after it from 40 to 180 men. 

That which is sold as scrap 
must pay 30 per cent duty 
which makes it uneconomic for 
buyers. 

That which is still service- 
able cannot be sold outside 
of the country without British 
export licenses: The British 
do not like to issue these be- 
cause they want to sell new 
equipment. 

So the tons and acres of dis- 
used American equipment are 
stuck up. 

Ameri’an Air Force officials 
went to the American embassy 
about a month ago and sug- 
gested that something must be 
done to unload. The embassy | 
approached the British anda 
tentative agreement was arriv- 
ed at that is now under-review 
in Washington. 

It is understood that the 30 
per cent duty on scrap metal 
will be waived if income from 
sales is split between the British 
and the Americans. 

The equipment is too hulky 
to be moved back to the United 
States. The only solution is to | 
sell it here or on the continent. 

Nobody Wants to Talk. 

American military officers 
here do not like to talk about 
the dumping process which has 
been going on at the rate of 
$100,000 worth of equipment 
daily. Neither do the British. 
They are afraid that it will 
have some effect on the mili- 
tary aid program in Washing- 
ton. 

One American military man 
said 420 tanks lent to the 
British appear to have van- 
ished. The implication is that 
they were taken to Egypt dur- 
ing the Suez flareup to fight 
the Egyptians. 

Now he says he may have 
made a mistake in arithmetic. 
No one wants to expose the 
scandal of American equip- 
ment being. used in the Egyp- 
tian fracas. So the lid has been 
put on this question.

Utility Furniture Never Gave Anybody Uplift 


By VIRGIL G. BAKER 


The only.trouble with Mis- 
sion furniture, which had its 
heyday in the early nineteen- 
hundreds and hasn't been 
around now for quite a spell 
(either in the markets or the 
homes) was that, being com- 
pletely utilitarian — like a 
wheel on a Civil War canon— 
it did nothing te give you a 
lift. Strictly geometric, it had 
the unbroken rhythm of a Bach 
finger exercise for plano 
pupils, and was just about as 
inspiring to the housekeeper 
as the finger exercises to the 
kid who'd rather play ball. 

Like the finger exercises, 
though, it had a basic useful- 
ness (particularly in less pre- 
tentious homes in the first half 
of the century) and served, in 
a rugged pioneering departure 
from the rococo of earlier de- 
signers, to lead the way to 
what has since been termed 
modern . . . Swedish modern, 
Chinese modern, American 
modern ..,. well... not tra- 
ditional. 

Thus, the pendulum of in- 
terior decor has swung toward 
things “modern” for a consid- 
erable number of years. 

Architecture for homes, in 
the last decade or so, has come 
along (and perhaps passed) fur- 
niture designing in some as- 
pects of the swing away from 
things traditional. In a hodge- 
podge of transition through 
the years there have been both 
good and bad in the designing 
of houses and both good and 
bad in the designing of furni- 
ture. Nor is the end yet in 
sight, for new materials and 
new manufacturing methods 
coupled with new ideas, will 
continue to change both homes 
and what people put into them. 
But a couple of years ago, the 
pendulum’s swing toward “ul- 
tramodern” in home decor be- 
gan to swing the other way, 
so that we've come full circle 

.. and things traditional are 
“good” again. They're more 
than merely fashionable, 
they’re good, because they've 
been improved in their new 
versions, by comparison with 
the originals (many of which, 
of course, may always be prized 
as antiques). 

Like It? Keep It. 


Not that good modern has 
lost any of its charm .. . for 
those who would choose it. . . 
but it has been discovered that 
good “traditional” stylings, too, 
will go well with up-to-date ap- 
pliances and equipment of to- 
day’s standard of living, and 
also will work well into the 
newer designs of homes. 

So, if you want to buy a new 
house and your furniture’s tra- 
ditional, you needn't scrap it 
and buy everything new unless 
you want to. If you do want 
everything new, however, it 
often is good procedure to com- 
mission one dealer or decora- 
tor to help you work out the 
whole scheme. It isn't always 
necessary to buy everything all 
at once, even if you plan the 
whole thing all at once, but an 

“ sver-all plan, worked out with 


» your dealer or decorator can 


be helpful and develop a more 
orderly home, in the long run. 

In the swing back to tradi- 
tional, the owners of property 
at 14757 Woodford Way, in 
Carrolton, commissioned James 
B. Huddleston, a St. Louis area 


interior designer and dealer 


“to do the job the way it 
should be done.” The result 
is an unusual combination of 
colonial eharm coupled with an 
abundance of 1958 household 
labor-savers. 

In the opinion of Huddles- 
ton, much of the resistance to 
early American furniture en- 
countered during the last few 
decades was due to the man- 
ufacturers’ insistance upon 
faithful reproduction—all the 
curlycues and scrollwork in- 
cidental to what was then be- 
lieved to be good colonial de- 
sign. 

“Since then,” he stated, 
“they have found that the 
typical. customer is after the 
flavor of colonial, not the me- 
ticulous attention to detail. 
Most of that detail has now 
been eliminated, and the home- 
maker now finds that it takes 
no longer to keep Early Amer- 
ican waxed and dusted than it 
would modern furniture. But 
the delightful colonial flavor 
is still there.” 

Solid Cherry Wood. 

“Where true colonial archi- 
tecture strictly confined each 
room with partitioning, to- 
day's home design has good 
flow—open areas which -add 
spaciousness,” he added. 

The living room ceiling, for 
example, follows the plane of 
the roof. Definition of the din- 
ing area is accomplished not 
only by the furnishings but 
by the drop of the ceiling to 
normal height in the home on 
Woodford Way as do those in 
many another St. Louis area 
development. 

The dining area decor pro- 
vides the undisputed center of 
attention from the front door- 
way. Like all other wood pieces 
in the house, the drop-leaf 
extension table, four dowel- 
back chairs, and completely 
appointed colonial hutch—all 
are of solid cherry wood. 

A half-dozen century-old 
teaspoons (they look like 
they've never been polished) 
were placed in niches in the 
front of the hutch. Other 1776- 
era dishes call attention to the 
unembellished woodwork in 
the piece, which is flanked by 
two embroidery-like prints 
mounted in circular cherry- 
wood frames. 

The back wall of the dining 
area, above the chair-rail, is 
covered with a wallpaper 
mural of a Cape Cod village 
scene, with a bay-full of sail- 
ing ships in the background. A 
brass lamp with a hurricane 
shade employs a pull-down 
feature that great-great-grand- 
mother never dreamed of. 

Wide Open Spaces. 

The break between the liv- 
ing and dining areas is accom- 
plished more with space than 
anything else. The carved sea- 


unstud 
gives the effect of a partition 


without actually having one. 

In the living area, the early 
American influence is driven 
home forcefully. The sofa is 
upholstered in a gray and 
taupe plaid, flanked by two 
end tables. One table is drop- 
leaf, the other a step, incorpo- 
rating a slide-out serving tray. 

The tables are topped with 
a pair of milk glass and brass 
lamps, with cone-shaped ruf- 
fled beige shades embellished 
with white ruching. A similar 
lamp, with a ceramic white 
rooster featured, tops another 
end table beside a wing lounge 
chair. The latter is covered in 
an early American print. 

A desk near the front en- 
trance matches the cherry- 
wood cocktail table—both have 
step-like ends. An antique 
ceramic lamp with a pink hur- 
ricane shade illuminates a 
cluster of cherry-framed co- 
lonial scenes above the desk. 


The desk chair is of the 
“Hitchcock” variety — black 
lacquer, gold trim, with a 


natural cane seat. 
Indoors and Out. 

The light beige draperies 
part in two places. Instead of 
moving by hand as the colonial 
dame might have done, the 
modern homemaker pulls @ 
single cord for the dual-action 
traverse. 

The family room, due to the 
popular demand for outdoor 
living, has a sliding glass wall, 
which will one day connect to 
a patio. But in order to main- 
tain the colonial feeling, the 
decorator covered the wall with 
floor-to-ceiling blue draperies, 
on another traverse rod. An- 
ticipating this, the builders saw 
the need for supplemental 
lighting, installed lighting coves 
over the bar separating the 
kitchen from the family room; 
another along the wall oppo- 
site the glass wall. 

Another thing great-great- 
grandmother didn't have, (but 
probably wanted) was a bulle- 
tin board. What better place 
than the back of the kitchen 
cabinets in the family room? 
So the fabricc<overed board 
was mounted there, holding 
grocery lists, messages to the 
children, and a host of recipes 
and other information. 

A random-pattern viny! cork- 
like tile sets a playful theme 
for this room. A gay brown 
print, featuring clipper ship 
scenes, covers the sofa and en- 
hances the theme. 


But, No Dough. 

A circular coffee table is 
drop-leaf style; to save space 
when the area is used as a rum- 
Pus room. A tiny red colonial 
print covers a chair, with pan- 
eled wings and arms. Beside 
it is an oval-top smoking table, 
with a hinged lid box at the 


rear. 

Flanking the sofa are a pair 
of conversation pieces—“dough- 
boxes”—patterned after those 
used two centuries ago for 


tops, and one ‘a step 
table version) has a drawer in 
one side assuming the shape of 
the table, step and all. 

ceramic plaques high- 
wall area above the 
both wildfowl posenes, 


with the birds in bas-relief. 
Along the corridor leading to 
the bedroom area of the home 
is a heraldic device of an- 
tique pewter. Wall colors are 
light blue. 

It is in the kitchen where 
the widest departure from 
colonial living is made. .The 
color is still there, supplied 
by the fine print, yellow wall- 
paper and the yellow plastic 
counter tops, and enhanced by 
the unornamented wood cabi- 
net work. But the early Amer- 
ican woman didn’t have a 
built-in, yellow-enameled com- 
bination refrigerator - freezer 
(self-defrosting). 

She would have gasped at 
the matching dishwasher, auto- 
matic garbage disposer, built- 
in range top, or eye-high yel- 
low-enameled gas oven. Or the 
copper range hood, with a 
built-in light, or an exhaust 
fan, or a pass-through into the 
adjacent family room. 

Pantry at Hand, 

Most of all, she would have 
appreciated the 12 cabinets 
above her work area; eight be- 
low; plus five cabinet drawers.

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Early Spring Is Inyentory Time in the Garden

Early spring is inventory 
time in the garden. Now, when 


nature is poised for her rush 
season of growth, it is wise to 
note plant assets and losses and 
to complete plans for new 
projects and improvements. 

This year we'll have a real 
problem, since so many shrubs, 
trees and evergreens have been 
damaged by adverse weather. 
Numerous pines, spruces and 
vews that were weakened by 
drouth, floods and more drouth 
in °57, suffered severe winter 
burn during February's bitter 
cold. 

The casualties among broad- 
leaved evergreens have been 
even more numerous. That is 


, not surprising, for St. Louis ts 


close to the northern limits of 
the hardiness belts for such 
southern evergreens as Mag- 
Chinese 
hollv. cherry laurel and glossy 
privet . 

Many of the plants that look 
bad are not seriously damaged. 
Among those that are “ever- 
green” only in mild winters are 
glossy abelia, Nandina domes- 
tica and various kinds of shrub 
euonymus, such as E. Patens. 
Many plants of Mahonia aqul- 
folium will “burn” nearly every 
winter but they'll leaf out nor- 
mally in the spring. 

Leaves of Magnolia grandl- 
flora have burned to a crisp 
this year, but the stems and 
buds of most of these plants 
were not damaged. Although 
azaleas suffered severe burn 
of older leaves, young terminal 
leaflets show less damage. 
Scrape away the bark and the 
tissues beneath are still fresh 
and green 

We've surely had a demon- 
stration of the hardiness of 
various types “of hollies: The 
American holly, Ilex opaca, 
bent beneath the snow, but the 
leaves were resistant to burn. 
Established plants of the East 
Palatka holly escaped with 
minor injuries to branch tips 
but new plantings were often 
severely burned. If these ever- 
greens can be pruned severely 
in early spring, they may good 
recovery, for they grow so vig- 
orously. 

Lush ‘green leaves of the 
Chinese hollieg (I. cornuta and 
I. cornuta burfordi) were es- 
pecially susceptible to injury. 
Some plants now wear a sort 
of brown and green harlequin 
suit, branches on the sheltered 
side were not burned, while 
those exposed to the south and 
west sun turned dark brown. 

Among the Japanese hollies, 
Ilex cronata rotundifolia 
showed high resistance to burn. 
The small-leaved I. Crenata 
microphylla stayed green but 
many plants of I. crenata con- 
vexa turned almost white. 

First aid treatment for these 
hollies may consist of merely 
trimming off dead leaves and 
branches and leaving the rest 
to nature. When some of the 
twigs are cut back, dormant 
buds on the branch are encour- 
aged to sprout. As a rule, how- 
ever, this growth will not be 
uniform and Some of the dead 
wood may remain. 

For best results, therefore, it 
is usually necessary to sacri- 
fice some of the healthy 
growth. If all of the branches 
are cut back, new growth will 
be brought from below rather 
than from the top of the plant. 
The new branches will be more 
vigorous, and will make more 
symetrical growth. 

Deciduous shrubs and trees 
that were broken by heavy 
drifts of snow will need prun- 
ing, too. Jagged stubs should 
be cut off cleanly close to the 
main branch or trunk. Some 
additional trimming may be 
needed to improve the sym- 
metry of remaining branches. 
Since most kinds grow rapidly 
during the spring season, they 
may make a quick recovery. 

Only broken branches should 
be removed from conifers like 
pines and spruces. These ever- 
greens can take only a mini- 
mum of pruning, for they can- 
not replace a branch that has 
been lopped off.

Flower arranging has given 
every homemaker a creative 
hobby.

The larkspur in 
white, pink or purple is useful 
for line material; the Bells of 
Ireland, after the leaves have 
been removed, lend themselves 
to bold lines with interesting

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VANDEVENTER PLACE 


The Board of Aldermen 
approved Friday a bill to ac- 
quire what is left of old Van- 
deventer place as the site for 
a new children’s detention 
home. 


The 30 mansions still 
standing in the west end of 
the once-fashionable and very 
exclusive private place will 
be demolished. With them 
will go the last vestige of 
a little’ island of Victorian 
insularity which, while it hung 
on and became an anaé¢hro- 
nism, was, nevertheless, a 
symbol of a way of life, rich 
in tradition and sentiment.

WHEN VANDEVENTER 
place, the city’s first strictly 
private residential district, was 
at the height of its~ exclusive 
grandeur some 60 years ago, 
it was described by a starry- 
eyed reporter as “the cradle 
of our proudest and most sub- 
stantial gentry.” 


In fact, there was a tradi- 
tion, according to a less rev- 
erent writer, that rubber heels 
were invented in St. Louis for 
the .common people to wear 
when passing its classic portals 
so as not to disturb the aristo- 
cratic quiet of the dwellers 
within. 


It was this very. exclusive- 
ness which once caused the 
charming bride of a President 
of the United States to get 
hit in the face with a hot pan- 
cake. 


Back in the days of its great- 
est elegance, which extended 
roughly from the time it was 
laid out in 1870 until the late 
1920s and middle 1930s, when 
it was described by one who 
had lived there as “the last 
refuge of the mildly eeeentriec.”’ 
Vandeventer place was the seat 
of fashion and elegance in St. 
Louis. Only its residents were 
considered fit to: entertain the 
great who came to the city. 


It was on a crisp October 
morning in 1886 that a shiny 
four-horse carriage drew up in 
front of number 12. This 
stately residence was the man- 
sion of David R. Francis, 
Mayor of St. Louis, destined 
to be Gevernor of Missouri, 
Secretary of the Interior, presi- 
dent of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition and United States 
Ambassador to Russia. That's 
the sort of people who lived 
in Vandeventer place, 


The carriage was waiting for 
President Grover Cleveland 
and his bride of a few months. 
A large crowd had gathered 
to get a look at the President 
and his wife, but they were re- 
strained by policemen and 
guards from passing the por- 
tals of Vandeventer place. All 
they saw nag the carriage 
sweep by On its way. to the 
races at Fairground Park. 


One good woman who 
stood for hours outside 
Vandeventer place gates saw 
only a blur of faces, some silk 
hats, some -footmen’s livery. 
Determined to get a look, she 
followed, part of the way on 
foot. the rest by trolley, to the 
fairgrounds. There she tried 
again to get a look, but a po 
liceman restrained her, In her 
desperation, she picked up a 
hot pancake from one of the 
eating booths and flung it with 
all her might at the cop. He 
ducked. The pancake remained 
in orbit and caught Mrs. Cleve- 
land full in the face.

The woman, beside herself 
with shame and confusion, 
blamed it all on the exclu- 
siveness of Vandeventer 
place. “If I coulda just got 
in there, this wotldn’t have 


' happened,” she wailed, “but 


the bigwigs kept me out, and 
1 just got mad all through.” 


It is a matter of record that 
before President Cleveland ar- 
rived. Francis had a solid gold 
chandelier installed in his 
drawing room in -honor of the 
occasion. This may have occa- 
sioned some comment outside 
the portals, but doubtless was 
taken as a matter of course in- 
side the gates, because that’s 
the way the people of Vande- 
venter place lived in those 
days. 

It was said that when Mrs. 
H. Clay Pierce wrote a letter, 
it passed through 17 pairs of 


hands before Uncle Sam got ity 


They had that many servants. 
The staff numbered 22 and 
Mr. Pierce. who made _ his 
money in oil, built a separate 
home on Enright, back of Van- 
deventer place, as a servants’ 
dormitory. The kitchen was 
also in this building, as was 
the heating plant. The food 
was carried through a special 
tunnel. and the steam came 
through underground pipes. 
They owned two Rolls-Royces, 
two medium-priced cars, and a 
Ford. 


That, of course, was after the 
automobile came on the scene. 
Before the horseless carriage 
the residents maintained sta- 
bles, stablemen, grooms and, 
of course, horses. The equip- 
page of any family of standing 
wes a shiny black buggy, in 
which the head of the house 
was driven to work in the 
morning behind a spanking 
pair; a family conveyance for 
Sunday drives, pony carts in 
which the youngsters rode 
around the long ova! park in 
the center of the place, and 
now and then a saddle horse. 
It. wasn't uncemmon to see 
residents trotting sedately and 


é 


seriously around the _ tree- 


shaded park. 


Chancellor Ethan A. H. 
Shepley of Washington Uni- 
versity, who lived in Vande- 
venter place as a boy, re- 
members the first automobile 
there... It was owned by J. 
D. Wooster Lambert. It was 
a high, buggy-type machine 
with mot more than two 
cylinders. 

“When he drove it around 
the p'ace it seemed to be gec- 
ing at a_ terrific speed,” 
Shepley recalls, “but I sup- 
pose, looking back, it wasn’t 
going more than 15 or 20 
miles an hour.” 


The residents of Vande- 
venter place viewed it with 
some alarm and disapproval. 
They weren't quick to take to a 
new-fangled thing like the 
automobile, or even the .elec- 
tric light. Vandeventer place 
clung to gas lamps for 20 years 
after the city around it had 
become electrified. 

The thing that distinguished 
Vandeventer place, said an- 
other former resident, seemed 
to be its ability to survive as 
a sharply-defined neighbor- 
hood without, as best he could 
recall, any neighborhood spirit 
at all. But one ghing they had 
in common was'¥the desire to 
remain: exclusive, and each 
man had the power to keep it 
that way. The moment its ex- 
clusiveness was threatened, the 
peoplé became a close-knit 
band, ready to fight. 


VANDEVENTER PLACE was 
conceived and laid out by three 
men, Charles H. Peck, Na- 
poleon Mullikin and John Mc- 
Cune. They announced it was 
to be a fashionable subdivision, 
open to 86 families, and that's 
what it became. The terms 
laid out in the deed when they 
purchased the two blocks from 
a farmer named Peter VanDe- 
venter were tough and clearly 
defined. They specified that 
no one would erect or permit 
to be erected on any part of 


any lot, “a _ livery stable, 
slaughterhouse, smith shop, 
forge, furnace, steam engine, 


brass foundry, nail or iron fac- 
tory, or any manufactory of 
glue, varnish, vitriol, ink or 
turpentine, or for the tanning 
or dressing of leather, -or any 
brewery, distillery or public 
museum, or theater or circus 
or place of similar amusement, 
or place for exhibition of an- 
imals or any trade of any kind, 
dangerous, noxious or offen- 
sive, or any tenement house. 
hotel or tavern, publie school 
or any warehouse or place of 
trade or merchandise.” Which 
seemed to take care of about 
anything which might arise. 


It was further specified ‘that 
Only one family and its legiti- 
mate guests might live in a 
house. But old-time residents 
recal] the lonely and philan- 
thropic old lady who lived 
alone in a huge mansion. She 
took in three boys from a re- 
formatory to give them a home 
atmosphere. When charged 
with breaking the restrictions, 
she drew herself up to her 
fu five-feet-two. “Sir.” she 
declared, “these are my but- 
lers.” 


The rules drawn up by the 
Vandeventer Place Associa- 
tion specified that steps 
would be serubbed twice 
weekly. and that each win- 
dow weuld have three sets 
of curtains. Meetings would 
be held the third Monday of 
January each year, at which 
time members would be as- 
sessed for the upkeep of the 
park in the center, the night 
watchman and similar ex- 
Ppenses. But most important, 
no changes could be made in 
the rules without a unani- 
mous vote. Every property 
owner had the power of vote. 


Grand avenue, which was 
to the east of the place, was 
a dirt road. The first entrance 
was an elaborate cast iron gate.-

later with the handsome lime-

Many of the homes had ball- 
rooms on the top floor. Parties 
were large and lavish. Three 
Veiled Prophet queens came 
from Vandeventer place, and a 
half dozen other debutantes of 
Vandeventer -.place families 


were said to have been\pre- 


sented at the Court of Eng- 
land 

Winston -S. Churchill, the St 
Louis- born novelist whose 
works were widely read early 
In the century, married a Van- 


deventer place debutante, Ma- 
bel Hall, and his popular novel, 
“The Inside of the Cup,” which 
dealt with the conflict between 
Christianity and capitalism, 
was said to have been inspired 
by life in Vandeventer place. 


ALTHOUGH the general at- 
mosphere of the place was one 
of impeccability, there were in- 
dividualists among the resi- 
dents 

For instance, there was the 
late John H. Douglass. who 
for many years Was treasurer 
of Vandeventer place He 
made a daily tour of the place 


and he was always followed 
by a small Scottie, which, al- 
though unleashed, always fol- 
lowed at the same distance. 
lhe phenomenon was ex- 
plained when Douglass finally 
revealed that. he carried a 
hunk of sausage in his pocket. 

And there was the family 
whose butler died. Not only 


had his service been long and 
faithful, but he was a paragon, 
butlers go. The funeral 
service was held in the family 
drawing room 


as 


People who grew up In Van- 
deventer place in those days 
look back upon it as a child- 


hood idyll, Many had ponies 
and pony carts. Chancellor 
Shepley recalls how he and 
other boys used to. spend 
happy spring days catching 
tadpoles and young § frogs 
which appeared annually in 
the large pools at either end 
of the place. And when they 


ran out of things to do inside 
the gates, there was the woods 
and open country’ which 
stretched beyond to the west. 


But the town insisted on 
growing, and by 1910 some of 
the early families were mov- 


ing but to get away from the 
smoke and the noise of those 
new trolley cars on Grand. By 
the 1920s, although the place 


looked the same, a_ subtle 
alteration in its character could 
be observed. Boarding -house 
keepers were looking at the 
empty homes with beady eyes 
Other entrepreneurs _tried to 
break down thé barriers, and it 


was obviously the. end of one 


era and the beginning of an- 
ounet 

During the vears that fol- 
lowed the people of Vande- 
venter place were going .to 


spend a lot of their time fight- 


ing a long but losing battle 
with the hope that, if they 
couldn't restore its former 
grandeur, they could at least 
maintain the status quo, 
When the Public Service 


Co., in 1932, took a bit of 
the vacant lot owned by the 
Koehler estate, at the south- 


west corner of Grand and 
Enright. to lay §$ streetcar 
tracks, it was the first dent 


made in Vandeventer place 
in 62 years. That, in a way, 
was the beginnire of the end. 


In the next 15 years mem- 
bers of the association were in 
and out of court battling off 
rooming house owners, nursing 
homes and similar enterprises. 
But the death blow came in 
1947, when the Veterans Ad- 
ministration took thé east end, 
from Grand to Spring, to build 
the John J. Cochran Veterans 
Administration Hospital. 


Today there are 30 homes 
left in the west end, from 
Spring to Vandeventer. But 


time, weather, vandals, and in- 
difference and a radically al- 
tered economic and _ social 
status in the neighborhood 
have left this part of Vande- 
venter a sad parody of its for- 
mer grandeur.

Like 
everyone else he has been losing ground to the Westerns, 
specifically “Tales of Wells Fargo” which is opposite him 
on NBC-TV. Praduction, something they didn’t do much 
of,on “Talent Scouts,” has arisen all over the place. Just 
prior to the contest, Godfrey participated in a big produc- 
tion number of “Seventy-six Trombones,” involving a high 
school band and bunches of children which must have cost 
someone a pretty penny.

St. Louis Had 


Plenty to Do When They Went 
Out 50 Years Ago, a Veteran 


Reporter Recalls

IF THIS PIECE ever gets anywhere I will have to thank 


Paul Smith. His book, 


“Where Did You Go? Out. 
You Do? Nothing,” was a challenge. 


What Did 
Certain identifying terms 


used by Mr. Smith indicated all too clearly that he was born 


20 years too late. 


(He admitted to 41 in his. book.) That is 


exactly 20 years fewer than my 61, therefore Mr. Smith actually 
came along in the Boy Scout Age. No reflection is intended on 
that great organization, the Boy Scouts—long may they collect 


merit badges. 
stand, I think. 

For example, Mr. Smith calls 
a marble an “immie.” Not wish- 
ing to rely entirely on our 
fading memory, we consulted 
others of our vintage. To a man 
they agreed that “immie” had 
no place in our vocabulary. To 
us a marble, the common white 
variety, was a “chiney,” pro- 
nounced as you pronounce 
“china,” from which I’m sure 
the term was derived. The 
special marble used to shoot at 
the “chineys” was a “taw™ or 
a “flint.” There were no 
“immies,” believe me. 

Also, Mr. Smith refers to a 
roasting potato as “mickie.” It 
is to be presumed the term 
refers to an “Irish” potato. But, 
brother, we never heard of the 
“mickie.” We may have called 
them “spuds,” although it is 
my recollection that was one of 
the few objects we addressed 
by its right name. Potato it 
was, I'm sure. 

The first job of being a kid 
in my day was that you had to 
“belong.” If you didn't belong 
to some neighborhood group 
you were on the outside and 
more than likely on the re- 
ceiving end of -abuse, or at 
best you became an object of 
suspicion. 

You didn’t do anything 
special to “belong.” You be- 
longed or you didn't. The 
neighborhood kids were not 
formed ‘in any Little League, 
or Troop or other formal unit. 
They got to know each other 
because of the proximity’ of 
their homes. School didn’t have 
too much to do with it. In our 
neighborhood in South St. 
Louis the kids were divided 
among those attending the pub- 
lic schools and other, like my- 
self, who went to parochial 
school. 

It was just that you were 
territorially thrown together, 
like a tribe, and became ce- 
mented through kindred likes. 
The neighborhood gangs were 
divided on the age level. If you 
had a , younger brother, he ran 
with his own crowd of urchins. 
They were as unwelcome in 
your group, and you in theirs, 
as a truant officer. You were 
a lot closer to the friends of 
your own age than you .were 
to vour younger, or older, 
brother. 

Having become a member of 
a gang, or bunch, you became 
irretrievably involved in the 
lives of its members. Your own 
activities frequently were lim- 
ited, or extended, by what the 
other members of your bunch 
could, or could not, do. You 
spent much more time with 
your friends than you did with 
your family, and they knew a 
lot more about you than your 
mother did. 

Once organized, a neighbor- 
hood gang of kids was never 
dormant. Chief outlet for its 
energies, shall we say the 
legitimate outlet, was games. 
Mr. Smith speaks of the 
“nickel rocket,” which he says 


his crowd wrapped with fric-. 


tion tape to maintain its life. 
The nickel rocket is well re- 
membered, but in our circle we 
did not wrap it with anything. 
The .“rocket” had a poorly 
sewn cover of oilcloth, and 
was stuffed with a mish-mash 
material that was nauseating 
when it started to appear 
through the bursted seams. It 
reminded me of the insides of 
a chicken coming through the 
skin. 


A ROCKET was short-lived 
in our hands. We literally 
batted the stuffing out of it in 
vacant-lot games of “nip in,” 
and other ball play in which a 
few players could také part 
The batter who administered 
the coup de grace to the rocket 
seemed to get an extra satis- 
faction from the final blow, 
even though he was elected to 
go home and beg, or filch, a 
nickel for a new ball. 

A prize greater than gold 
was a real “league” baseball. 
While mercilessly batting in- 
numerable rockets to bits, we 
carefully preserved, with neats- 
foot oil and other means, any 
“league” ball received on “a 
birthday or to mark some other 
special occasion. Playing with 
a league baseball called for an 
investment in gloves, heayier 
bats and even a catcher’s mask. 
It also called for greater space. 
Certain 12-year-old boys can 
take an awful healthfy cut at a 
lively ball. 

The search for greater play- 
ing room was based on ex- 
perience. I have served over- 
seas in two World Wars. I have 
sailed the world’s seas and I 
have flown in a jet plane. But 
I will remember to my last day 
the breathless moment between 
the sharp crack of bat on ball, 
and the tinkle of glass as the 
ball sped true and square 
| through a dining room window. 

There was only one reaction 
in such moments. As if actu- 
ated by the same impulse, each 

player stood transfixed for an 
pa instant, then sprang into

None the less, men of my period will under- 


violent movement. Such equip- 
ment and clothing as happened 
to be lying around was grabbed 
up on the run, and the cul- 
prits scattered like prairie 
chickens. When the startled 
householder locked outside, 
there wasn't a boy in view. 

Escape was only temporary, 
however. The owner of the 
broken window had also be- 
come the possessor of one 
baseball. In the quiet resi- 
dential area in which we grew 
up it was not too difficult to 
trace down such matters. As 
likely as not that very same 
evening there would be a 
caller at your door, baseball 
in hand. There was no point 
in trying to lie out of such a 
situation. 

Your mother was “sorry.” 
Certainly she would pay for 
the window—and take it out 
of your “allowance.” And you 
got your baseball back. Such 
incidents could result in en- 
tire summers of cutting the 
family lawn without pay. 


A CASE that stands out in 
memory was the shattered win- 
dow at the doctor’s house. The 
doctor was young. He kept in 
shape by putting the shot in 
avslot next to his home. We 
stood in awe of him, particu- 
larly of his bulging biceps. 


We never should have played 
ball next to the doctor’s house. 
There really wasn’t room, But 
it was just a little “nip in,” 
not a regular game. The ball 
went through a window on a 
stair landing. We executed the 
customary scramble, and we 
were in the clear in a twinkling. 


No one was at home when 
the ball went through the win- 
dow. And when the doctor came 
in it was much too late -to 
put in a new pane. There was 
a summer thunderstorm that 
night, with a good old-fash- 
ioned gully washer of a rain. 

Awakened by a cascade of 
rain water tumbling down the 
stairs into his entrance hall, 
the doctor found a card table 
and stood in soaked pajamas 
for half an hour cursing wildly 
while holding the table in the 
window. His wife, meanwhile, 
bailed and mopped madly in 
a frantic effort to stem the 
cascade. 

Unfortunately several of the 
culprits were near jcigibors 
of the doctor. He knew where 
to look, and what he said was 
unprintable. Although the dam- 
age was somewhat extensive, 
he. made no méntion of money. 
He seemed. bent on skinning 
someone alive with his dullest 
scalpel. Only fear of legal con- 
sequences prevented him from 
such course of action, I’m con- 
vinced. Needless to say, we 
never played ball near the 
doctor’s house again. 

We played another game, 
peculiar to St. Louis I learned 
in my later travels. It was 
corkball, and we had a deep 
passion for it. Corkball is pos- 
sible with as few as two play- 
ers on a side. We usually had 
four on a side, and we played 
it from morning till late after- 
noon all summer long. 

Our playing field, in a day 
when automobiles were still 
limited, usually was the gravel 
street. There were infrequent 
and momentary interruptions 
by neighborhood delivery wag- 
ons. Occasionally a_ strolling 
policeman would suggest that 
we play on a lot, but generally 
we Were not disturbed. 

We usually played the clas- 
sic corkball game. A side con-

sisted of a pitcher, catcher, 
second catcher and outfielder. 
The rules were fairly simple, 
and seemed to be against the 
batter. A batter was “out” if 
he swung at a pitch and missed, 
and the catcher held the ball. 
A foul tip caught by the 
catcher, or the second catcher, 
also was “out.” Any fly caught 
by the pitcher, or the out- 
fielder, was “out.” Bunts were 
not allowed. You swung and 
hit, or swung and missed, or 
fouled. 

A hit represented a man on 
base, Four hits meant a run, 
and each succeeding hit was a 
run counted. An indicated lamp 
post, or tree, was the home 
run marker, Any ball hit past 
the marker on the fly was a 
home run, with all the “men” 
on base scoring. 

There were two types of 
corkballs. One was a ‘ 
ball, with a small sewn leather 
cover, just like a baseball. This 
type was light, and a clever 
pitcher could play tricks with 
the light ball. It would soar, 
dodge, curve or wobble, mak- 
ing things mighty tough for the 
batter. There was a premium 
on keen eyes and quick re- 
flexes in the batting box. 


MY RIGHT DELTOID still 
aches from summer-long pitch- 
ing of corkbalis. As 14-year- 
olds we boasted of such agonies. 
As ancients we wonder why we 
were so boastful, so crazy. 

The second, and more fre- 
quently used, corkball, was 
rightfully named. It was a 
round piece of cork that could 
be bought for a nickel or a 
dime in any neighborhood 
hardware store. This ball re- 


quired plenty of doctoring be- 


fore it was useful. 


The “doctoring” consisted of 
wrapping the corkball with 
heavy friction tape. The ball 
had a tiny plug which, if re- 
moved, revealed a small.cham- 
ber that could be filled with 
bird shot for weight. We sel- 
dom bothered to “load” a ball 
with shot. The tape covering, 
which protected the ball, added 
sufficient weight. Thrown by a 
strong, young arm, a_ tape- 
wrapped ball resembled a 
thrown rock. When such a mis- 
sile plunked into your ribs, or 
you caught it on an arm, the re- 
sult was similar to being struck

with a stone. Boy, you carried 
those black-and-blue marks in- 
to the winter. 


Corkball bats also were of 
two types. There was the regu- 
lar “bought” bat, made by 
Louisville Slugger or Spauld- 
ing. Those bats were hickory, 
hard, and well balanced. The 


second type was an -ordinary > 


broomstick handle. One was-as 
good as the other, the final 
success lying in reflexes, the 
flick of a wrist and a keen eye. 
Corkball truly is a game of 
skill, and I am happy to report 
is still popular. 


We also played football, soc- 
cer, and some tennis. Football 
was associated with cold days, 
roaring fires and roasting pota- 
toes. Soccer came later, played 
on raw days in which you 
splashed through puddles and 
your shoe laces froze. 

“Tippy” was an informal 
game, to be played on certain 
days near home. A “tippy” 


was a piece of hard wood, four_ 


or five inches long, with the 
ends whittled to a point. Num- 
bers on its four square sides 
indicated the number of whacks 
a player was to get at the tippy 
with a short broom handle. (I 
don’t know how we would have 
gotten along without broom 
handles.) 


After the broom handle 
swinger had his allotted num- 


ber of whacks, propelling the 
tippy as far as possible, be esti- 
mated the number of long steps 
his opponent would require to 
cover the distance to base.

LAST WEEK the fashton 
editor of the Buropean edition 
of the New York Herald Tyib- 
une, Mme.

Cristobal Balen- 
ciaga, a great dictator of the 
fashion world, decided that 
Mme. Noel could not enter the 
hallowed salons on the Avenue 
George V. This, to a fashion 
reporter, is comparable to a 
foreign correspondent being 
thrown out of the Kremlin, 
kicked out of Syria, booted out 
of Spain. 

Mme. Noel has been covering 
the fashion collections in Paris 
for the last 22’ years: She-Was 
always the first one to Jump 
out of her gilt-edged chair. atrd 
shout “Arriba Balenciaga.>. .” 
Her typewriter could never 
find enough superlatives for 
the master’s creation. 

How could it have happened? 
Or better still; why did it 
happen to her? Those aré the - 
questions \everyone, particylar- 
ly Mme, Noel, has been asking 
this weék. ww 


It is hard for an outsider 
to understand the complexi- 
ties of the French couture 
industry. In previous yéars 
the couture houses invited 
the fashion press at the same 
time they invited the buyers 
—on opening day. But fast 
year two houses—Givenchy 
and lenciaga to 
make the press wait a month 
after their openings before 
they could review the clothes. 
It was a harsh edict, and one 
that all of us who cover 
fashions found hard to swal- 
low. , 


FOR ONE THING, when you 
start banning the press from 
anything, whether it’s fram a 
missile base or a fashion show, 
there are bound to be reper- 
cussions. A month is a long 
time to wait, particularly when 
it comes to the clothes theyre 
showing this year. Most readers 
would rather have all the bad 
news at one timé. 

On the assumption that the 
public deserves to know all the 
fashion news and know it fast, 
Mme. Noel’s New York col- 
league, Eugenia Sheppard, de- 
cided not to wait a month to 
report on Balenciaga. Did the 
theater critics wait a month to 
give their reviews of “My Fair 
Lady?” 


So Miss Sheppard talked 
to buyers who had seen the 
show and from their reports 
she wrote her story. It was 
fair and square reporting, 
for who can take exception 
when a reporter interviews a 
buyer? The only news Amer- 
ican reporters get out of Red 
China is what other people 
tell them. 


THE REPORTS were prirted 
in the paper. Miss Sheppard 
signed her name to them, s0 
there was no confusion over 
who was responsible. 

But when Mme. Noel -went 
to claim her chair at the show 
a month later, M. Balenciaga 
refused her an invitation. 

“You have already written 
and published one story,” a 
flunkey said. “You are .cer- 
tainly not going to publish an- 
other.” 

Mme. Noel’s protests “that 
she had not written the article 
were to no avail. The iron cur- 
tain was down, and Mme. Néél 
was shown out into the cobble- 
stone street. 

As a member of the fashion 
press, one who had covered 
Dior, Balmain and Desses in 
one day, we can't take the dis- 
comfort of Mme. Noel qufétlt. 
The freedom of the fashion 
press is at stake, a freedom 
that must be preserved if-our 
Western civilization is to sure 
vive. 

The public has a right to 
know what is happening: in 
the salons of the fashion 
dictators, for it is the public 
who will eventually be forced 
to wear what they have von 
cocted. 


WHEN BALENCIAGA moves 
the waist from the hips to’ the 
bosom, the readers should be 
immediately informed. If- his 
flyaway coats in satin organza 
are straight in front with a 
puff fullness set into the Dark

Many people will say~this 
is not their problem.

Lanterns were carried before 
and behind the column of sol- 
diers, and the Tribune marched 
them west along the roads and 
turned left at the small cross- 
roads gate outside of which 
was the small hill which the 
Jews called Golgotha, which is 
to say, a skull. 

They moved south along the 
hill to the right of the Tyro- 
poeon Valley and on down 
between the Palace of the 
Herods and the Palace of the 
Hasmoneans. The men kept a 
smart pace, the swinging lan- 
terns causing their bare legs to 
dance in black on the pave- 
ment. Their orders were. to 
report to the high priest. He 
would lead them to the culprit.

Capturing 
Florida’s 


By Leonard ‘Hall 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fia., 
March 15. 

WE WISH we could report 
that we are turning a deep 
bronze in the unfailing Florida 
sunshine, but such a re- 
port would be wide of the 
mark. Temperatures in the 
high 70s and low 80s have kept 
us from complaining and we 
have had a cloudless day or 
two. Yet a majority of. days 
have been overcast and some 
of them havé brought showers 
and at least one drenched cen- 
tral Florida with a four-inch 
downpour, Floridians, however, 
are happy with this weather 
and it is hard to blame them, 
after what they’ve been through® 
during the past four months. 

There was time, during our 
short stay in Cocoa which is 
almost exactly half-way down 
the east coast, for a visit with 
Allan and Helen Cruickshank. 
Allan is one of America’s top 
ornithologists and is perhaps 
the very best of all our bird 
photographers. He has long 
been a fellow-lecturer for Na- 
tional Audubon Society, is a 
director of the Audubon Nature 
Camp in Maine and is a 
thoroughly delightful compan- 
ion in the field. His wife Helen 
is equally talented and has 
written several’ interesting 
books in the area of natural 
history. Their home is _ in 
Cocoa, although they only get 
to it during the winters, and 
they have become devoted ob- 
servers of the rocket firings. 
As two of the nation’s leading 
bird-watchers, this is perhaps 
natural. 

On a trip such as ours it 
sometimes seems that the doub- 
ling back and forth which is 


required is wasteful of time 
and mileage. The reason for 
it is. gf course. the natural 


complexity of scheduling five 
talks during the winter months 
in each of 200 cities and towns, 
with the program being par- 
ticipated in by some 30 lec- 
turers. The availability of au- 
ditoriums, competing events 
and other factors also enter in 
—and before we leave Florida 
we Will ‘have covered the 
length and breadth of the en- 
tire state at least twice. Our 
route looks like a jigsaw puz- 


zie so that the Automobile Club . 
in mapping it for us, sent along 
three maps of Florida num- 


bered in proper sequence. Only 
in this way could they be sure 
we would not be retracing last 
week's journey. 


Quite often we are able to 
travel the secondary roads 
from one point to another 
and these, in addition to 
avoiding traffic, take us into 
the back country. Thus last 
week we drove from Kissim- 
mee down across the big 
Okeechobee prairie and the 
north edge of the Everglades; 
a territory which has been 
drained and is largely de- 
voted to cattle ranching. 


DESPITE ITS MILD CLI- 
MATE, Florida does have short- 
comings as an agricultural area 
and they show up in years such 
as this. The state is really a 
long sand-spit piled up on top 
of a base of recently formed 
limestone. The sandy soils leach 
readily in the high annual rain- 
fall, oxidizing the organic mat- 
ter deposited by the almost 
tropical growth and carrying 
away the minerals in solution, 
Little has been done so far 
about maintaining the balance 
of organic matter and thus, if 
productivity is to be kept up, 
the job must be done with fer- 
tilizers. If this is not done, 
it affects the quality of fruit, 
vegetables and even of forage 
crops that are. grazed by live- 
stock. 


Even so, the agriculture of 
Florida is tremendously pro- 
ductive. The state stands 
second in numbers of beef 
cattle, exceeded only by 
Texas; and this winter’s set- 
backs will be no more than 
temporary. Dairying is a big 
industry, while Florida leads 
the nation in citrus produc- 
tion. In the muck soils of 
drained lakes and swamps 
and along some river valleys, 
tremendous quantities of veg- 
etables are produced, partly 
because of the long growing 
season. Yet even these muck 
soils lose their humus rapidly 
and revert to sand unless 
organic matter is kept up 
through proper rotation, 


ON OUR TRIP up to Jack- 
sonville in the northeast corner 
of the state, we had an oppor- 
tunity to capture something of 
the feeling of Florida as it was 
long ago. Our hosts, Mr. and 
Mrs. Reuben Bowden, live in 
the litthe community of Man- 
darin on the St. Johns river to 
the south of the city. This part 
of Florida was owned by Spain, 
then England ahd then Spain 
again, before it was ceded to 
the United States in 1821. Dwr- 
ing the final period of Spanish 
possession following the Revo- 
lutionary War, a number of 
Tory families from the South- 
ern States sought refuge here 
—and it was at this time that 
the Bowdens came from South 
Carolina and settled in the al- 
most unbroken but potentiall 
productive wilderness. \Sinte 
that time in about 1780 the 
area has produced citrus and 
vegetables, although under 
some difficulties because frost 
strikes here occasionally. Today 
dairying is a large industry and 
there is considerable truck 
farming. 

In the community of Man- 
darin great live oaks dripping 
with Spanish moss arch and 
meet above the streets. Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe spent her 
winters here for some years 
and the little Episcopal church 
has a memorial window to her 
and her husband, Prof. Calvin 
Stowe. The city of Jackson-

VERY TIME he saw his father cry bitter tears over the drouth which parched the

if he ever got off the ranch he'd never 
ge back. 

He tried his best to stay away. He 
went to college for a time, hoping te 
become a veterinary. He quit te be- 
come a rodeo rider. He went on radio 
as one of the bona fide Western per- 
sonalities on the “National Barn Dance.” 

That led him te Hollywood as a cow- 
boy star; from there he went into tele- 
vision. And on the screen—at least a 
part of the time—he's right back where 
he started. On a ranch. 

* * * 

"BUT IF | had known when | started 
just how few succeed and how slim 
the chances of a real break, | quess | 
would have stayed out in Arizona and 
tried something safe and secure,” he 
said. “It seems like there's just one 
outstanding cowboy personality every 
few years. Long ago, Bill Hart was a 
star, and then Tom Mix and later Gene 
Autry and Roy Rogers. It's a limited 
field, all right.” 

Rex, a recent St. Louis visitor, is tall 
and lean with light brown hair and eyes 
that are used to looking into the sun. 
In the latest chapter of his acting 
career he is the star of the “Frontier 
Doctor” series (KSD-TV, 10 p.m. Thurs- 
days).

BUT HIS ACTING duties encompass 
far more than feeling a rancher's pulse 
or sewing up the embattled hero.

"| don't want to know any medicine 
that wasn't known during the 1690-1895 
era of our series,” he said. “I don't 
want to make a mistake and use the 
wrong techniques. Once we almost got 
mixed up on the symptoms of bubonic 
plaque, but | had read about it in an 
old medical book my wife had found, 
so we corrected the script.” 


BUT IN THE process of shooting four 
scripts at a time. taking all the location 
shots at once, then moving into the 
studio town set for interiors and street 
scenes, Rex —. gets confused 
on other matters. Like his leading ledy, 
for instance. 

“One Monday, out on location, the 
script called for me to deliver a baby 
in a stagecoach. The following Wednes- 
day | was back in the studio and | kept 
noticing a girl who was seated across 
the room. | thought she was a guest 
but there was something vaguely 4a- 
mitiar about her. | kept asking about 
her and finally someone said: ‘Don't you 
know her? She was your leading lady 
two days ago. She's the one who had 
the baby.’ ” 

But keeping the scripts straight is 
somewhat less difficult than ducking 
blows or making the fights look real 
without getting his head knocked off. 

“The fights in a Western are plotted 
out, blow by blow,” he said. “Usually, 
of course, they don't hurt you because 
you pull your punches and, anyway, 
we always wear hip and knee and arm 
pads. Sometimes, it takes as long as 
a half-day to finish a fight that requires 
only a few minutes on the screen,

“ONE BLOW | remember wasn't 
faked. It landed right in my eye. | 
forgot to duck and was knocked out 
cold. The odd thing about that shaw 
was that | was really supposed to get 
a black eye in the script and | was 
supposed to come on camera at the 
very end with this eve all blacked. 

“When | got knocked out, | had to 
stay off the set for two days. And 
when it was time for the last shot, they

had to paint on a black eye. The real 
one just looked dirty.” 

Unlike many actors who get roughed 
up on the icreen, Allen doesn't try te 
protect his three sons, 10, 8 and 3, 
from the worry of seeing their dad hurt. 

“They've been watching so long that 
# doesn't bother them at all. Anyway, 
they're not impressed.” 

With their actions recorded for the 
screen by powerful cameras, mounted 
on automobiles; Rex and his hard-rid- 
ing actor friends sometimes find it 
difficult to remember that they're sup- 
posed to be living in the days of the 
old west.

"WE HAVE WHAT'S known ‘as an 
insert road,” he said, “where the cam- 
era car can follow the chases. But it 
must be absolutely level and smooth 
so that the picture won't be ruined 
when the car hits a bump or chuck 
hole. 

“But you have to be careful,” he 
laughed, “that our picture of the old 
west isn't spoiled by a tire track in 
the dust of the road.” 

Even though he knows first-hand the 
mechanics of producing a film, Re« 
hasn't lost his love for westerns, and 
he can sit at home with his boys and 
enjoy them as much as they do.

A shot in the dark

The photo above, The Critic, changed my entire life. 
Before I snapped it I was a free-lancer. I'd cruise 
around New York making shots of crimes, fires, Bow- 
ery bums, corner brawls ——- the seamy side. The work 
was rough and the pay was small. 

Then came that cold, dark night in November, 
1944. Business was slow in the crime department, so 
I took a ride up to the Metropolitan Opera. It was 
opening night, No. 1 shindig for High Society. 

Inside the warm lobby about 50 society photogra- 
phers, dressed in tuxedos, were having a field day. 


INSIDE THE MET, Weegee (real name: Arthur Fellig) gets 
a laugh from one of his subjects, Mrs. G. W. Kavanaugh. 


They formed a semicircle, snapping all the big wheels 
as they swept by. They exchanged names and notes for 
picture captions. Me? I was an outsider. 

So outside I went. Just then a shiny Rolls-Royce 
pulled up. Out stepped two gals decked out in ermine 
and diamonds big as chestnuts. | could almost smell 
“class.” Right then I snapped my picture. 

Not till 1 developed it did I realize I'd also snapped 
a third lady. Instead of diamonds, this one wore a 
shabby coat and a disapproving look. I just had to call 
the result The Critic. And a magazine published it. 

Then things began popping. A museum bought the 
photo to hang on the wall.-A publisher liked it and 
took other shots of mine to make a book, Naked City. 
It was a best-seller. Hollywood even bought it for a 
movie. : 

Well, I was a celebrity. I got invited to parties, din- 
ners, first nights. | stopped being a free-lancer and 
became a big-time society and fashion photographer. 
I went to Hollywood and shot movies. One day Mrs. 
Kavanaugh, the society lady on the left in my photo, 
told me it was her favorite, “just too divine.” 

And the “critic” called. She'd gotten into the pic- 
ture by accident — she said she liked to hang around 
the Met because her husband once sang in the chorus 
there — but she wasn’t mad at me. Just the reverse - 
that photograph was her favorite, too. 


Say, I guess it's my favorite. *

An unobstructed view, not only of the 
weather but of the State of the Union in 
the Nuclear Age, currently is being taken 
from the same lofty vantage point. Under 
Nelson Rockefeller’s leadership, a series 
of seven candid pictures of vital aspects 
of national welfare — defense, education, 
economic stability and the like — is being 
developed by non-political panels of dis- 
tinguished citizens. 

Making headlines now as the “Rocke- 
feller Reports,” these Special Studies were 
organized in 1956 by a far-sighted grand- 
son of America’s first billionaire. “We'd 
better find out where we stand,” Nelson 
Aldrich Rockefeller decided—15 months 
before Sputnik I. The first report, last 
January, revealed that our military se 
curity was in peril. The reverberations 
from its effect still continue. 

When Nelson said “we” he meant the 
people of the U.S. He felt that they were 
entitled to the unvarnished facts about 
their status in the world now and in the 
swiftly approaching future, three to five 
vears hence. 


A Many-sided Man 


At other times, Nelson’s use of the edi 
torial “we” can mean different things, de 
pending on whether he is making money, 
giving it away or abstaining from either, 
as in his Government Service in the last 
three administrations. A constant striver 
to make the impossible probable, this 
Rockefeller is at once a businessman, 
statesman, philanthropist and art patron 
— as well as a millionaire with a genuine 
“passion for people.” 

“I am Nelson Rockefeller, what is your 
name?” he inquires, hand outstretched. 
And laborers, sculptors, Haitian disease 
victims and cynics are charmed. 

Even economics is spelled out in human 


terms by this Rockefeller, whose idea of

man into Point Four) has won him a 
reputation as a hot salesman for capital- 
ism ——a latter-day brand that neither 
Karl Marx nor John D. Rockefeller knew 
much about. 

“Capitalism is’ a very useful tool to 
achieve objectives,” he told PARADE, “but 
the objectives are people. 

“Capitalism cap't be separated from 
democracy, which is an expression of cer- 
tain basic beliefs in the individual and 
the dignity of man growing out of our 
Judaeo-Christian philosophy. Only when 
you look at capitalism apart from the dem 
ocratic structure does it lose its meaning.” 

The best way to keep ahead of Com- 
munist competition, this “salesman” has 
argued for years, is by exporting U.S. capi- 
tal and technical know-how to help back- 
ward populations become productive, 
self-sufficient and, eventually, receptive to 
freedom. 

One of the latest examples of this think- 
ing is a model of labor-management co- 
operation. It is a low-cost housing project 
in Puerto Rico. Nelson Rockefeller’s In-

One reason Nelson can pop in and 
out of things so smoothly in his self- 
sufficient “organization.” At the sum- 
mit are his closest advisers, brother 
Laurance, Pulitzer Prize ex-newspaper- 
man Frank Jamieson, attorney John E. 
Lockwood and architect Wallace K. 
Harrison, a giant prone to judicious 
flashes of ire. “We're a group that can 
think together,” Nelson says. “It saves 
time.” 

None of these are yes-men. “I like 
people with ideas, imagination, cour- 
age, willingness to try new things,” 
Nelson insists. 

At the same time, persons forced to 
deal with his lower echelons complain 
about bureaucratic treatment. “Mr. 
Nelson says do this” directives often 
prove to have been blown up from 
casual suggestions. At his own level, 
Nelson demands short, concise memos 
from his executives, then turns around 
to trip them with details like, “One of 
the trees on the Sth Avenue side of 
Rockefeller Center is oft of line.” 

Still, he is lauded for a singular tal- 
ent for pulling things and personalities 
together. Special Studies panelists re- 
veal that he tugs “cat and dog fights” 
into unanimous statements. 

“I love problems of unraveling,” he 
concedes. 

At traditionally leisure events — 
dinners and cocktail parties — he dem- 
onstrates his prejudice against wasting 
time. A legendary spectacle is Nelson 
extracting vital information from a 
guest “expert” seemingly by tapping 
him on the lapels with his glasses. 

Stubborn, moved to anger but not to 
temper tantrums, Nelson loses his sense 
of humor when cornered about his 
money. or his political future. Then his 
mouth grimaces tensely, the bird-in- 
flight wrinkles in his brow deepen. 

Just how rich is he? It is reported 
that the Rockefeller formula for getting 
a grip on personal finances is to lop off 
the last three zeros. The Brothers’ 


wealth is estimated at one to two hun- 
dred million dollars each, which makes 
them poorer than America’s richest 
man, billionaire Jean Paul Getty, but 
richer than Henry Ford 2d. 

Unlike some millionaires, Nelson 
doesn’t wear holes in his soles or pinch 
pennies. One of this breed “democrati- 
cally” ordered his name struck from 
the Social Register. But the Nelson 
Rockefellers are documented there 
along with their children: 

Rodman, 25, Columbia University 
graduate student, father of Méailie 
Louise and Peter; Ann, 23, wed to 
Episcopal cleric Robert L. Pierson 
(they have Clare Marie and Joseph 
Anthony); Steven, 21, a Princeton 
senior, and the 19- year-old twins, 
Michael (Harvard) and Mary (Vas- 
sar ). Since their mother has a “phobia” 
about family privacy, they are not likely 
to be found in more widely distributed 
forms of reading matter. 

Generally, Nelson’s money habits 
are in line with the Rockefeller attitude 
of detachment, in which their enor- 
mous wealth is a power to be used re- 
sponsibly. Someone who took a cab to 
Washington airport with him remem- 
bers Nelson disputing the $1.75 on 
the ground it was $1.25 on the way 
into town. When the driver explained 
the surcharge was for the extra pas- 
senger, Nelson told his companion af- 
fably, “That's OK then, I just don’t like 
to be taken for a sucker.” 


A Man of Ambition 


Sometimes he picks up the meal tab, 
but not always. Sometimes he has to 
borrow from a friend. The Rockefel- 
lers draw a sharp distinction between 
their various pots of money. The phil- 
anthropies are not intended for phonies 
bent on handouts. The businesses are 
supposed to stay in the black. 

Nelson's generosities are unpubli- 
cized, but they include retainers for 
broken-down employees—and presents 
of very modern art to advance the ap- 
preciation of not so advanced friends. 

When in Government Service, he 
has liberally extended his own funds to 
cover expenses like entertainment. His 
pocketbook is undoubtedly one of his 
political assets—assuming he is inter- 
ested in a political future. 

On that point Nelson has been 
notably quiet. Last month it was pro- 
posed that he run for Governor of New 
York; he since has been adroitly side- 
stepping questions on his candidacy. 

But friends are assured of his inter- 
est in seeking elective office. He is con- 
vinced that the jobs that must be done 
can best be accomplished by men with 
the voters’ mandate, they say. 

“If Nelson decidés to go into poli- 
tics,” it is agreed, “it's because he’s had 
everything else. And besides, he wants 
badly to have something he got on his 
very own.” a

A few weeks ago, record-making facts were announced 
concerning the life expectancy of American abies. 
Females born in 1958 will live 73 years on the aver- 
age. Males will live 67 years. These are all-time highs 
in the history of civilization. 

This happy story is the result of years of painstak- 
ing research by American medicine, directed against 
the old-time childhood diseases. But it obscures other 
news especially important to American grownups. Life 
expectancy for those in the 20s, 30s, 40s and 50s has 
lagged woefully in the past — but there too it now is 
on the upswing. 

From now on, persons in those age groups will gain, 
on the average, at least one month of life expectancy 
for every year they live. This is a higher rate of in- 
crease than ever before. It means that persons in mid- 
life today can expect to live one to three years longer, 
on the average, than those in that age bracket ever did 
in the past. 

The gain in life potential will continue at least to 
the year 2000 (see chart, r.). Total gains may be as 
high as four years for many age groups. These in- 
creases represent a compromise between optimistic and 
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Today’s biggest medical promise... 


LONGER LIVES FOR 
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pessimistic predictions of experts. But many of the 
latter stick by the optimistic outlook, which would 
add a year or two to most of the future figures shown. 

Behind their optimism is the most exciting story of 
present-day medical research and treatment. It is the 
story of how medicine is training its big guns on the 
killer diseases that rob so many people of productive 
years in middle life. It is a story that goes back to the 
turn of the century. 

Then and for several decades — say from 1900 to 
1940 — medicine used most of its energy and know 
how on three basic types of disease: ipfections, such 
as pneumonia and diphtheria; disorders caused by lack 
of sanitation, such as dysentery, and nutritional! dis 
eases, such as rickets. 


Progress — and New Challenges 


All three types took a terrible toll of children. But 
then came the “miracle drugs.” With the sulfas, peni- 
cillin and other antibiotics, doctors soon brought liter- 
ally dozens of infectious childhood ailments under con- 
trol. Meanwhile, education and better living standards 
reduced nutritional disorders and diseases of filth. 

As infant deaths dropped, life expectancy from birth 
soared. Suddenly the “age of infection” was ending

ard doctors started asking themselves, “What next?” 

The answer was obvious. All along, the great 
chronic diseases — heart trouble, cancer and the rest 
— had taken a horrible toll. But back in the 1920s 
many doctors believed these sicknesses were hopeless. 
They were as old as man himself and apparently could 
not be controlled: 

Once the childhood ailments were conquered, how- 
ever, medicine gradually began to believe that its next 
frontier had to be chronic diseases which killed in 
middle-life and beyond. The pendulum began to swing 
slowly in the 1930s. Today the swing has gone all the 
way.., 

And medicine is finding that the so-called diseases 
of aging are not hopeless. Something often can be 
done. And that something can save and prolong life. 

Here are five major areas in which important gains 
are being chalked up: 

1) Medicine is closing in on our No. | killer, dis- 
eases of the heart and blood vessels, which cost the 
U.S. about 1,000,000 lives a year. Says one expert: 
“We will pinpoint the causes of these ailments within 
the next generation — at least so that something effec- 
tive can be done about them.” Currently the fats in 
Americans’ daily diets provide a “hot lead.” Study of 
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CHARLES COBURN, 80, actor: ‘Don’t stay at 
home and twiddle your thumbs. Live every day 
to the fullest. Go out, have a good time. Dance 
with young women. That'll make you feel 
young. Keep ambitious, all through your life.” 


them may help to unlock the secrets of héart trouble. 

2) For persons who already have heart disease, new 
treatments are adding one to six years of life in indi- 
vidual cases over the outlook a generation ago. One 
type of treatment — use of anticoagulant, “blood- 
thinning” drugs — is credited with adding two to four 
years of life for some patients. It is a drug of this type 
that President Eisenhower has taken ever since his 
heart attack. 

3) Thirty years ago, high blood pressure doomed 
thousands. That picture has changed radically. Today, 
more than three in four high-blood-pressure patients 
live reasonably normal lives, thanks to regulated diet 
and new drugs. ° 

Each year improved medication appears on the 
prescription market. The newest, a drug called Diuril, 
is hailed by doctors as a major advance because of its 
quick, sure action and the fact that it produces few 
side effects (such as nausea and vomiting ). Concludes 
one authority: “It is becoming rare indeed to hear of 
a patient who died because his blood pressure could 
not be controlled.” 


| New Hope for Cancer Patients 


4) Cancer, the second-ranking disease cause of 
death, is yielding to research, albeit at a slow pace. 
Present-day therapy — X-ray, surgery and other forms 
— is saving one in three cancer patients. 

In the cancer field, a recently discovered blood fac- 
tor has the medical world buzzing. It may be the key 
to prevention of certain types of cancer. It is possible 
that, by injecting this blood factor into persons whose 
blood is deficient in it, some cases may be staved off, 
or reduced in seriousness. Of course, years of research 
are needed to determine whether the new find will 
“prove out” — but the hope is real. 

5) Surgery is making great strides. Today, sur- 
geons operate with confidence on persons at any age. 
Studies show that post-operative deaths among the 
aged are as low as 4 per cent. This was not true a gen- 
eration ago. 

Taking these things together, it is no wonder au- 
thorities are so optimistic about prolonging life in the 
middle years and beyond. Heart trouble, cancer and 
many operable conditions are yielding now to im- 
proved treatment and surgery. The outlook is bright 
indeed. 

To you in the 20s, 30s and 40s, the hopeful out- 
look is especially important. Today there are 15 mil- 
lion Americans aged 65 and older. By 1975, the total 
will zoom to 23 million. By 2000, the number will 
have reached 32 million.

Thus, experts point out, a challenge faces America’s 
young people. It is the challenge of making the later 
years productive and happy. To achieve this, one 
authority maintains, you must begin planning for re- 
tirement early in life. In addition, you must set up a 
program to guard your health so that later years may 
prove as rewarding as any other period. 

Dr. Edward Bortz, a Philadelphia authority on the 
problems of aging, points out that in all chronic dis- 
eases two factors stand out: what you eat and the pace 
at which you live. 

Properdiet for the elderly person, outlined by his 
physician, is a “must,” according to Dr. Bortz. What 
he calls present-day “high tension living” precedes 
much of the heart disease and blood-vessel trouble 
which besets the middle-aged. 

In addition, Dr. Bortz looks forward to the day 
when progress against chronic diseases will mean a 
“more robust and vigorous citizen young at 75, 80 or 
90 years,” who will be able to play a leading role in 
the life of the community and nation. 

What about prolonging life expectancy even beyond 
the levels predicted for the year 2000? Here, the so- 
called aging process contes in for consideration. What 
is it? Doctors are not quite sure. They know it is seem- 
ingly contradictory. Some elderly persons apparently 
have the body health of individuals 20 or 30 years 
younger. Some 40-yearolds are 70 in terms of their 
general well-being. 

This has puzzled doctors. But it also leads some 
doctors to suspect that aging, with its deterioration 
and loss of function, is not the inevitable result of 
sheer chronological passage of time. 


Life Beyond 100 Years? 


Dr. Marvin Weinberg, another authority on aging, 
states it this way: “Often, 100 years or 110 has been 
mentioned as man’s ultimate life span. But there is 
really little evidence that these figures are the ultimate. 
If what is called the aging process can be altered even 
a little, 110 would not be the ceiling. 

“And there is as good reason to be optimistic about 
influencing the aging process as there is for any of the 
specific diseases which we are supposed to be able to 
manage.” 

Today there are an estimated 39,000 Americans 
aged 95 and older — including about 6,000 who are 
100 years plus. Both totals are higher than ever before. 

It may be a dream to think that those numbers will 
increase significantly in the next generation or two. 
But experience has shown that medical progress often 
begins as a mere dream. a

Our first rocke 


to the moon

The photo on the left, published for 
the first time in PARADE, shows the 
missile our Air Force hopes to launch in 
October—to the moon. 

It's the Thor, an intermediate-range 
ballistic missile. It is designed to deliver 
a nuclear warhead to a target 1,500 
miles away in less time than vou'd take 
to smoke a king-sized cigarette. Its ex 
plosive blast equals that of a million 
tons of TNT. In short, the Thor (like 
its Army counterpart, the Jupiter) 
packs the force to hurl a rocket free of 
earth's gravity and start it toward the 
moon. 

The Air Force has further plans for 
the Thor——also next fall. Actually, this 
ICBM (like the Jupiter) was conceived 
and developed primarily as a weapon. 
\s such, it was paid for out of the 
national-defense budget. 


Groping in Space 


But it may well be that its place in 
history will be preserved more for its 
contribution to man’s initial gropings 
into the realms of outer space. More 
practically, at the moment, Thor may 
also help us catch up to and perhaps 
pass Russia in the satellite race. 

Our satellite program is expected to 
use Thor or Jupiter to put a half-ton 
satellite in an orbit before the end of 
1958. It will be bieger than the Soviets’ 
Sputnik II] (with the dog), which 
weighed 1,120 pounds but included 
the heavy last-stage rocket engine. Ours 
will not include the engine. 

The Russians were the first to use 
military hardware to thrust their sput- 
niks into space; we're doing the same, 
but with U.S. taxpayers reaping a dis- 
tinctive benefit. Our missiles are liter 
ally sitting idle as military weapons; 
any scientific work they do is therefore 
a dividend on vour defense dollars. 

The Army's Jupiter-C pushed a 
30.80-lb. satellite into orbit at a veloc- 
itv of 18,000 miles per hour. The same 
technique, using a Thor or Jupiter, 
could progressively thrust 100-Ib., 


300-lb. and 1,100-lb. satellites into 
orbit. Experts say it would take just a 
tew more solid rockets in the top stages 
to send a rocket to the moon. The final 
rocket stage containing the instrument 
pavload would have to reach a velocity 
of about 25,000 miles per hour 

shooting straight out from the earth. 

That wavy it will reach the point of 
“zero gravity” about four-fifths of 
the wav to the moon slow to only a 
few feet per second, and then fall the 
rest of the distance, pulled by the 
moon's gravitational field. 

Guiding a moon rocket to. its desti- 
nation is about as big a problem as 
guiding an intercontinental ballistic 
missile to its target, and uses about the 
same kind of equipment.

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Wife + Husband + His Boss 


It’s a triangle that can either make or break a spouse 


by JULES Z. WILLING 


Nationally known career analyst 


If a man is tied in a knot on his job, one 
end of the string usually is held by his 
boss and the other by his wife. In this tug 
of war, the wife plays a vital role. Her 
attitudes largely determine her husband's 
success or failure. 

Let's analyze some “wife types.” 

The superior wife. She believes private- 
ly that she is more efficient than her hus- 
band. So when her husband is in the midst 
of a work crisis, she does some coaching 
from the sidelines. She plans John’s boss- 
relation strategy for him. She sends him 
off to work each day like a general sending 
an officer off to war. And when she asks, 
“How did things go at the office today, 
dear?” she wants a report on the results 
of her skirmish with John’s boss. 

When John has done well, it is a 
feather in her cap, not in his. And when 
he has fared badly, it is because he didn't 
follow the advice she gave him. In this 
situation, John can't win. 


“| Stay Out” 


The indifferent wife. At the opposite 
pole, and almost as destructive, is the wife 
who says, “John earns the living, I run the 
home. I think his job is his own business. 
I trv to stay out of it.” She remains cherm 
ingly ignorant about his work. Her hus 
band’s problems, achievements and defeats 
are meaningless events in a remote world. 
She makes his burden of earning a living 
doubly heavy, because she allows him no 
place to lay it down. 

The righteous wife. Perhaps the most 
sinister of wifely attitudes is that the boss 
is a remarkable fellow and John should try 
to emulate him. In effect, this wife savs to 
her husband, “He's a better man than you 
are.” This attitude can destroy not only a 
man’s job but his marriage as well. When 
John comes home seething about some 
real or fancied injustice at work, his wife 
tells him how wrong he is, how right the 
boss is. She thus encourages a subtle kind 
of rivalry between them for her allegiance. 

Sometimes this forces John to venture 
far beyond his real capabilities, with dis- 
astrous results. Or he may rebel against 
his job, his wife or both. Or he may just 
crawl into his shell. 

The outraged wife. This familiar tvpe 
complains, “They don’t appreciate him. 
He works harder than anybody else, but 
never gets any credit. He is loval, but they 
take him for granted. And he lets them do 
it. He never insists on his rights, never 
stands up to the boss.” 


She is doubly outraged: at this gross 
“injustice” and at her husband's failure to 
fight it. 

Is her description accurate? She usually 
can cite examples to prove it. But her 
point of view is almost always distorted. 

When John talks about his job at home, 
he is using a safety valve that relieves the 
pressures of the dav. Most of what he gets 
off his chest necessarily concerns the un- 
favorable aspects of his job. The hostility, 
resentment, fears that are built up in earn- 
ing a living tind their best and safest out- 
let at home. No wonder most wives get a 
distorted point of view. The trouble starts 
when thev act on it. 


“| Know Best” 


lhe pushy wife. This one declares, 
“You have no one to blame but vourself; 
if vou had only done what I told you; this 
would never have happened.” Or, “But 
don't vou see, dear, that people take vou 
at vour own value? If you let them treat 
vou this wav, thev have every right to 
assume it's all you really deserve.” Or, 
“Tomorrow morning, aS soon as you get 
into the office, | want you to go right up 
to Mr. Smith and tell him. . .” Or, “You're 
every bit as good as he is. Where would he 
be without you? He just doesn’t want vou 
to realize how important you are to him 
and the firm.” 

Whatever the tactic, the danger is that 
John will find it more and more difficult 
to come home and get his gripes safely 
off his chest. If he bottles them up long 
enough, something's got to blow up 
and usually it’s John’s job. 

I'm not saving that some men don't re- 
quire a little pushing, but too often they 
vet a shove when all they really need is a 
comforting paton the back. 

It's not hard to understand and to sym- 


pathize with the wife’s motives. She means 
well. She has a great deal at stake. For 
her,the husband's job involves more than 
financial security. It establishes her place 
in the “pecking order” of her social circle, 
even determines what social circle she can 
belong to. But, most important, that job 
is her principal and continual competitor 
for her husband’s time, attention and 
interest. 


“| Understand” 


The successful wife. She pursues a dif- 
ferent course, because she has a different 
conception of her role. 

She listens svmpathetically whenever 
her husband comes home with a tale of 
woe. But she tries to help him to live with 
his job rather than encourage him to revolt 
against it. She recognizes his great need 


to sav at home all the things he wants to: 


sav at the office, but cannot. 

She knows that the pictures he draws 
for her of his day at the ofhice are distorted 
by the strains and stresses of the day; that 
they are drawn slightly larger than life 
size; and that thev reflect his private image 
of himself and of the role he plays in the 
business world. 

She knows that, to keep that image, he 
needs a constant source of renewed con- 
fidence in himself. He needs a wellspring 
where he can replenish his dignity, self- 
respect and integrity. He needs a person 
who accepts him for whatever he happens 
to be. That person is his wife. 

In short, she sets herself the basic gask 
of sending him off to work each day feel- 
ing secure and equal to the demands of the 
day, with his self-respect intact. 

By doing this she does all a wife can to 
make her husband successful in his job. 
And she is successful in her own difficult 
job: being a good wife. &

Baseball wizard 


He does outlandish things—hut they win games 


by ERNIE HARWELL 


Since few pitchers are good hitters, one of baseball's 
strictest commandments reads: Thou shalt not walk the 
opposing pitcher. But this season you may see the Balti- 
more Orioles, with two out and nobody on base, walk- 
ing Chicago White Sox pitchers on purpose—and 
they'll be obeying the orders of their manager. 

The manager is Paul Rapier Richards, considered 
by insiders the boldest and most skillful strategist in 
baseball today. When he took charge of the Orioles 
three years ago, they were a pitiful seventh-place out- 
fit. Last yéar his team finished just one game out of 
fourth. This year they are seen as a dark-horse threat 
to win the American League pennant. _ 

Richards’ success horrifies conservative baseball 
men. Why walk a pitcher? Explains Richards: He’s 


Richards jaws with an umpire. As usual, he was tossed out of the game. 


considering walking White Sox pitchers because 
they’re followed in the line“up by fleet Luis Aparicio. 

“If we retire the pitcher,” reasons Richards, “Luis 
leads off the next inning—and Luis is-very good at 
lining a single and then stealing second, putting him- 
self in scoring position with none out. But with two 
out and a man on first, he has to hit a long ball to drive 
in a run. And Luis is not a good long-ball hitter.” 

The tall, lean Texan, now 49, has been pulling such 
outlandish maneuvers for years. Playing against the 
White Sox in 1955, Richards ordered the Oriole 
pitcher to walk Chico Carrasquel. The first pitch was 
wide; the second accidentally nicked the plate for a 
strike. The pitcher threw the third one wide, but Car- 
rasquel tried to cross up Richards and cut at the next 


pitch, hitting it foul. Count: two balls, two strikes. 

Richards now rushed a coach to the mound with 
new instructions. The pitcher dutifully threw wide, 
making the count three and two. And Carrasquel re- 
laxed, expecung the walk. He was still relaxed with 
the bat on his shoulder as the ball zipped by for strike 
three. 

There’s reason in Richards’ seeming recklessness. 
“Some managers,” he says, “play the game the ortho- 
dox way so they won't be criticized if they fail. That's 
not good managing if down deep they know that bolder 
methods might have won for them.” 

His success hasn’t made him particularly popular. 
Stern and silent, he is a tough taskmaster with his 
players. (“We seldom get to think for ourselves,” 
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grouses one.) Possessing a caustic tongue, he’s tossed ” 


out of more games each year than any other big-league 
manager. With the public and sportswriters, many of 
whom respect but dislike him, he’s aloof. 

Occasionally at a party and after a couple of beers, 
he unbends, reciting without urging the second and 
third stanzas of The Star-Spangled Banner and Lin- 
coln’s letter to Mrs. Bixby. (A former newspaperman, 
Richards is a keen student of English and history.) At 
breakfast the next morning, though, he is his usual 
grumpy, silent self. 

Says a friend: “If Paul drank a bottle of beer at 
breakfast instead of prune juice, he'd get along a lot 
better with everybody.” 

A tense man, Richards walks in his sleep. Once he 
roomed with pitcher Van Lingle Mungo, who had the 
same problem. “One night Mungo went sleepwalk- 
ing,” recalls Richards. “He woke up in a closet and 
made so much noise he woke me up. I looked around 
and found myself under the bed.” 


Good Field, No Hit 


Richards always has been exceptional. Born in 
Waxahachie, Tex., he appeared in Ripley's “Believe 
It or Not” column while still in high school. Richards’ 
oddity: He could pitch with either hand. Once he 
faced a switch hitter who jumped from one side of the 
plate to the other on every pitch. Right there Richards 
devised his first bit of baseball strategy. 

“I dropped my glove,” he says, “wound up and 
made him guess which hand was going to throw the 
ball.” 

He started his career as an infielder in 1926, 
switched to catching with Macon, Ga., in 1930, 
reached the majors in 1932. A smart receiver but a 
weak .227 hitter, he was back in the minors in 1936. 
Two years later he became playing manager at Atlanta, 
driving the Crackers to the pennant his first year. 

During the war Richards joined the Tigers as a 
player, climaxing his career by playing in all seven 
games of the 1945 World Series, which Detroit won. 
After managing Buffalo and Seattle, he was signed to 
pilot the White Sox in 1951. Under his lash the Sox 
ended in the first division four straight years. Then 
Richards quit to become general manager and field 
manager of the Orioles — the only man in the big 
leagues to hold down both of these back-breaking jobs 
at the same ‘time. 

As general manager, he must make delicate deci- 
sions on club policy. As field manager he not only 
maps strategy but spends hours extracting every last 
ounce of ability from his players. 

He's considered a genius at teaching. “He is great,” 
says coach Al Vincent, “because he has a patience born 
of his own long years in the minors.” Adds infielder 
Billy Gardner: “He showed me things I never dreamed 
about.” 

Away from baseball Richards divides winters be- 
tween his two farms in Texas and checking up en 
land and oil investments. He is married and has one 
daughter, Paula, who's now attending college. 

His spare time is spent reading history and the 
Bible. ( Although Richards’ ranting at umpires is salty, 
it's never profane.) He relaxes on the golf course—he 
shoots in the 70s—but even here he’s always plotting. 
He makes small bets, then needles the other golfers so 
cleverly he distracts them. 

Says a friend: “That Richards! If he can’t beat you 
with a club, he'll beat you with his brains.” ©

GLENCOE, ILL. 
Two weeks after the first sputnik, teacher 
Robert Brower spelled out for his fifth grade 
here the dangers of unsupervised home rocket 
building. Without the warning, North School 
10-year-olds might well have decided to try 
a trip to the moon. It would have been a natu- 
ral climax to six years of science in one of 
the very best school systems in the U.S. 
Five years ago, when many other schools 
were less concerned with science, Glencoe 


beefed up its program. But this farsighted- 


ness in science is only a symbol. Not science 
alone, but an attitude that only the best in 
all fields is good enough, explains Glencoe’s 
excellence. 

This excellence can be backed up partly 
by scientific measurement — though not 
completely, since no one ever has worked out 
a mathematical formula for good education. 
In the attempts that have been made, Glencoe

measures up to, or surpasses, every standard. 
Its alumni annually win top scholarships; its 
students are at least a year ahead of the na- 
tional average in every field of education.

Are there too many 
frills? For parents interested in school im- 
provement, Glencoe — a representative of 
the best — can serve as a model.

MODEL SCHOOL continued 
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Glencoe stresses the three R’s—and a lot more 


“Mr. Brower,” a 10-year-old told PARADE, 
“has shown us that work isn’t always as hard 
as it looks.” Part of the class’ success is due 
to Brower’s teaching ability, but much is 
built into the system. Recently Dr. William S. 
Vincent of Teachers College, Columbia Uni- 
versity, attempted to isolate what makes an 
outstanding school. He studied 29 of the best, 
found they shared five qualities. Glencoe has 
all five: 

1) One skilled staff member for every 20 
pupils or less. Glencoe has a staff of 88 — 
teachers, science specialists, reading consult- 
ants, psychologists — for 1,650 pupils, a 
ratio of 19 to 1. : 

2) A program of attention to pupils’ dif- 
ferences. Besides a big testing program, Glen- 
coe schools are set up to spot the gifted and 
give them advanced work. 

3) A variety of courses, textbooks and 
equipment. The photo of Carolyn Delevitt on 
page 37 indicates how far Glencoe has come 
from the one-textbook-per-subject days. 

4) A program which builds character as 
well as intellect. Thanks to student responsi- 
bility, Glencoe has few disciplinary problems. 

5) A “laboratory approach” in all subjects. 
Brower’s students not only read about history; 
they go out and dig up facts about history. 

Glencoe Supt. Paul J. Misner (who con- 
siders his schools far from perfect) lists 
three other characteristics: staunch commu- 
nity support; keeping abreast of new know!l- 
edge about teaching; and willingness to 
change the program to meet changes in the 
world. This last attitude dictated the new 
approach to science five years ago. 

Actually, the change resulted largely from 
a one-man crusade by John Sterning, a for- 
mer science teacher now an assistant super- 
intendent. He convinced officials science was 
being underplayed, persuaded them to add 
a science specialist for each school in Glen- 
coe. The specialists in turn briefed teachers 
on how to add more science, from kinder- 
garten lessons in falling leaves to an eighth- 
grade introduction to atomics. Science went

on an equal footing — in class time — with 
the three R’s. 

But they did not cut into the three R’s, for 
Glencoe stresses the basics. Brower is keen 
on mathematics, but gives equal time to read- 
ing and writing. Homework is dished out 
mostly as extra projects for the bright or 
makeup work for the lagging. And yet North 
School is not the old-fashioned type where 
the three R’s are hammered home hour ‘after 
hour. Recently,.for a whole month, it seemed 
that Bower's fifth-graders were engaged 
solely in handicrafts. 

It started during a study of pioneer Illinois, 
when a 10-year-old brought in a dented an- 
tique pitcher. More antiques followed, and 
two days later the class was off on a vast 
project that included a replica of a pioneer 
cabin right in the classroom; the manufacture 
of soap; studying from old-fashioned horn-

books; the writing and production of a three- 
act play. 

Yet the class managed to cover the same 
yround they would have if no pitcher had ap- 
peared. They wrote two or three compositions 
a week, mostly on pioneer life. Some read as 
many as 12 or 15 books to learn more about 
the subjeet. Arithmetic lessons, were built 
around the size of pioneers’ landholdings, the 
amounts of their incomes, the size of their 
homes. Science included lessons in home 
chemistry (like soap-making), geology, soil 
composition. The class got a cram course in 
using the library to dig out information. 

It was a tribute to the fast footwork and 
fertile brain of a skilled teacher working in a 
resourceful school system. Brower, a husky, 
crew-cut man in his early 30s, is that rare 
bird, a male teacher in an elementary school. 
He is there partly from a sense of mission 
“It seems to me young kids, particularly boys, 
live in too much of a woman’s world these 
days” — and partly because Glencoe pays 
teachers well above the national average. By 
salaries and fringe benefits like subsidized 
travel, the schools can recruit and hold good 
teachers. 


A Big “R” for Reading 


Glencoe demands plenty of work in return. 
If a student lags, Brower, the teacher of 27 
individuals, must give him a boost. Simul- 
taneously he must channel the racing minds 
of the gifted. The space buffs and the folk 
dancers must get equal time. 

Reading receives special emphasis. Besides 
the central library, each classroom has. its 
own “branch library.” In Social Studies, 
Brower’s students will use four texts, supple- 
ment them with parts of two others, make 
book reports on more yet. 


work. Students visit the library twice weekly, also 
are allowed to borrow books from classroom 
shelves. They all are avid readers — despite TV. 


Books are not the only source of learning. 
The school keeps a file of people willing to 
visit and share their knowledge — parents 
back from foreign trips, scientists who spe- 
cialize in electromagnetism. Nor are classes 
limited by the school walls. 

When the fifth grade began to study rocks, 
they went out and found their own samples, 
and went on from there. In studying Illinois 
government, they began with a nearby park- 
way, went on to investigate the state treasury, 
the construction methods and some of the 
wildlife in the parkway’s path. Lines between 
subjects are constantly blurred. 


Tools for the Job 


To help make its system work, Glencoe 
furnishes an array of expensive equipment. 
in one corner of Brower’s classroom is a labo- 
ratory table, complete to water and gas out- 
lets. Next to it is a carpenter's workbench. A 
storeroom is stacked high with tools, chemical 
apparatus, rock collections, softball gear, 
arithmetic flash cards. A tape recorder, movie 
projector or phonograph is available for the 
asking. 

“Why have a good workman if you don’t 
give him good tools?” Dr. Misner asks. Good 
workmen, good tools and something less 
tangible — an important goal applied to 
every student — seem to explain Glencoe’s 
excellence and make it a model for other 
schools to follow. It boils down to giving each 
pupil — and finding ways of making -him 
relish — all the educatiorrof all kinds he can 
take, and using every resource to do it. 

“The schools have a responsibility to edu- 
cate the children of a changing community,” 
Dr. Misner says. “And, in these days, they 
have an added responsibility to do it better 
and better.” s

MEET FRANCES G. KNIGHT 


She’s helping more 
Americans to go places

Until recently, the mere fact that you 
were born wasn’t enough for the Pass- 
port Division of the State Department. 
Before issuing a passport, the Division 
demanded a birth certificate. If you 
couldn't produce one, the passport was 
granted reluctantly or not at all. Today, 
however, passports come easier — 
thanks to Frances G. Knight, a sea- 
soned traveler who has set out to make 
your trips abroad less painful. 

Two years ago, blonde Miss Knight 
was named director of the Division. 
Confronted by more people going more 


often to more places in the world, she 
immediately began to streamline her 
division in line with modern travel. 
Proof of birth — under the “new look,” 
a baptismal certificate or an affidavit 
from a parent, blood relative or ac- 
quaintance is okay — was only one 
change. Here are other reforms she has 
installed to help American tourists: 

e Slashed the time it takes to get a 
passport from six weeks to four and a 
half days in the busy season and two 
days in the off-season. 

e Set up a 24-hour emergency service 
for VIPs, newsmen headed abroad on 
rush assignments, persons with rela- 
tives ill abroad. 


© Reduced the size of the application 
form from three legal-sized pages to 
one letter-sized page. 
e Cut 12 useless pages out of the 
standard 32-page passport itself. 
@ Ordered her division to answer all 
travel questions (5,000 a day) or refer 
them to someone who can answer. “No 
one in my division,” she says firmly, 
“ever will say, ‘I don’t know.’ ” 
e Even did something about the tra- 
ditional, glum, rogue’s-gallery passport 
photo. Today you can smile for your 
passport — in color. 

This last reform probably is what 
makes Miss Knight happiest. She began 
campaigning for it as soon as she was

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appointed, but higher-ups in the State 
Department always turned a deaf ear. 
Finally, Miss Knight's persistence — 
“Who wants to look like a thug?” she 
kept asking — wore them down. 

Miss Knight’s reform has been part 
of a program to make travel more pleas- 
ant and passport issuance more busi- 
nesslike. That’s why the birth-certifi- 
cate requirement was changed. “Many 
older persons, and many naturalized 
\mericans, never had birth certifi- 
cates,” she says. “In some cases, births 
were recorded only in the family Bible, 
or all records had been destroyed. Why 
should we penalize these people?” 

Some other requirements which gall 
travelers, however, Miss Knight can't 
and won't change. Women travelers 
long have resented revealing their real 
age. The age blank probably is the most 
doctored part of the passport; travelers 
have a way of dropping nail polish“on 
it or burning it with a cigaret so that it 
becomes illegible. This, incidentally, is 
mutilation and makes the passport in- 
valid. 


Natural or Dyed? 


Another sore point between women 
travelers and the Passport Division has 
been the “color of hair” question. Many 
applicants simply ignore it. One appli- 
cant, told by mail that she must answer 
the question if she wanted a passport, 
sent back a mousy shank with a curt 
“You figure it out!” The Division fig- 
ured it was brown, streaked with gray. 

\ major headache for the Division, 
stretching back to its earliest days, has 
been the traveler who changes appear- 
ance. Men grow mustaches and even 
beards. Women dye their hair and lose 
or gain weight. Customs inspectors fre- 
quently must decide whether a woman 
whose passport says her hair is white is 
the same as the woman before them 
whose head says it is blue-gray. Under

Miss Knight's guidance, they have 
taken a liberal attitude toward these 
changes. 

One of the reasons for the personable 
director's attitude toward travel is that 
she herself drew her first passport at 
the age of 4 months and has been trav- 
eling as often as possible ever since. 
Between trips, she built up a reputation 
as an efficient career employe with a 
knack for getting things done. She has 
been in Government service since 
1934; at the same time, she has helped 
her husband, Wayne Parrish, organize 
and operate American Aviation Publi- 
cations Inc. When the job as director 
of the Passport Division became vacant, 
she seemed an obvious choice. 


Look Out for 1960 


In Miss Knight's regime, the Divi- 
sion has gone from one of the capital’s 
most chaotic to one of its most efficient. 
But she sees the biggest part of her job 
ahead as travel keeps growing. 

“The real year of mass travel will 
come in 1960,” Miss Knight says. “Then 
jet passenger planes will go on regular 
schedule, travel time will be cut one- 
third, planes will carry more than twice 
as many people. There will be a greater 
demand for passports than ever.” 

When that day comes, Miss Knight 
hopes travelers will develop a little 
more respect for that little green-backed 
book. Last year, more than 2,500 
Americans lost their passports by drop- 
ping them in fountains, burning them, 
losing them to thieves or knocking them 


overboard into the ocean. Most of these ° 


people blithely went back and asked 
for replacements. 

“Certainly a passport, at $10, isnt a 
very expensive item,” Miss Knight says. 
“But you can’t measure its importance 
in dollars. Think how many people in 
the world would give their life savings 
for a passport to freedom!” a

Going steady seems to create a lot of problems 
these days. A 16-year-old boy in Sioux Falls, 
$.D., complains, “T like to play the field. But 
the girls I take out get mad when I date 
others. I don’t want to go steady. How can I 
get out of it?” , 

A 15-year-old girl in Arlington, Va., says, 
“I had a fight with my parents until they let 
me go steady. Now that I do, I feel pinned 
down. What can I do?” 

And a 13-year-old girl in Portland, Ore., 
asks, “Exactly what does going steady mean, 
anyway?” 

I polled boys and girls from coast to coast 
about their experiences with steady dating 
and their opinion of it. 

Evidently, “going steady” has different 
meanings for different people. For example, 
a 15-year-old girl in La Mesa, Calif., writes 
that “I have gone steady for the first and last 
time. 

“At the beginning,” she says, “I thought 
it was fabulous. But as time passed I found 
it wasn't such a seventh heaven after all. My 
main mistake was not talking over with my 
boy friend what going steady meant, To me, 
it merely meant that I preferred his company 
to that of most boys. To him, it meant me 
dancing with him all evening and practically 
not saving hello to any other boy — even at 
school.

Steady dating 


She solved this problem by simply telling 
the boy she just wasn’t the “going-steady” 
type. 

Many older teens have gradyally reached 
the same conclusion. A 17-year-old girl in 
Fresno, Calif., says: “A boy can be the 
sweetest thing in the world for the first few 
dates. Then, after you get to know him, his 
halo seems to slip a little.” 

The majority of panel opinions is summed 
up by a 17-year-old boy in Beaumont, Tex.: 
“If you find a person who means more to you 
than anyone else, date her. But make her 
understand that you are not her exclusive 
property. This may not be what most teens 
think of as ‘going steady,’ but it works fine 
with me.” 

If you look around at school, you'll dis- 
cover that the older, more mature teenagers 
don’t have to go steady, and that many of the 
younger ones don't even get the chance. It's 
the middle group that feels it must prove 
that he or she can hold one person’s attention 
exclusively, that insists on going steady in the 
most rigid sense of the phrase. In time, these

UGBY IS A GAME of fierce nonstop action. 

Despite frequent and jarring body contact, 

players are denied protective gear and pad- 
ding. Time-outs and player substitutions are pro- 
hibited. The same men go full-tilt for 60 minutes 
of play.

St. Louis is the only city between the East 
and West coasts with an organized rugby league.

nents try to seize upon each other's mistakes as 
they develop. Play surges up and down the field, 
constantly changing direction. 

There are 15 players on a rugby team, com- 
pared to 11 in football. Forward passing and 
blocking, used in football, are not permitted, but 
lateral passing is a common maneuver. The ball 
can be advanced on the ground with a foot dribble, 
as in soccer. When a ball-carrier is tackled, he 
must release the ball immediately (play is not 
stopped for downs as in football). The first man 
to reach the ball puts it in play by kicking it on 
the ground. 

In rugby scoring there are three points for a 
dropkick from scrimmage, frequently attempted 
because the ball is thick through the middle like 
the old-time American football. Three points are 
allowed for a try, which is carrying the ball over 
the goal line and touching it down. Unlike foot- 
ball, if the carrier is hauled back by opponents 
before touching down, his team loses the points. 
Two points are given for a successful kick after a 
“try” and three points for a penalty kick.

gerous job of hoisting an antenna to the 
top of the new transmitting tower of Post- 
Dispatch Television Station KSD-TV. 
The eight-ton antenna had to be lifted 
nearly 1100 feet in the air and then in- 
serted in fittings which had clearances 
of as little as one-sixteenth of an inch. 

Antenna-raising is the most critical 
of erecting a transmitting facility. 

des hazards to the workmen, a slip- 
up could seriously damage the antenna 
and the tower — necessitating costly and 
time-consuming repairs. There were no 
slip-ups on the KSD-TV job. Moving 
with the precision of a ballet troupe, the 
workmen accomplished the perilous task 
in slightly over an hour. Erection of the 
tower, a triangular guyed structure, 
started last November, was interrupted 
several times because of bad weather. 

With the antenna in place, the tower

Louis, the transmitting installation is the 
tallest structure in the St. Louis area.

R. ROBERT F. GOHEEN, new president of 
Princeton University, is a young man in a 
crucial role. Goheen, who recently made 

his first visit to St. Louis since taking office last 
summer, is only 38 years old. From a short 
distance he could be mistaken for an under- 
graduate in the school he heads. But close up 
there is no mistaking him for a college youth. 

He is an intense, thoughtful, articulate man 

—clearly aware of the responsibilities that lit- 
erally were thrust upon him. At a time when 
the nation is waking up to its educational crisis, 
Goheen’s task is twofold. First, he must guide 
one of America’s leading universities through 
what easily could be its most decisive era, in 
view of the issues at stake in the second half 
of the twentieth century. Secondly, because of 
the eminence of his post, he will be looked to 
for a measure of leadership in helping the na- 
tion deal with its educational problems. 

When selected for the Princeton presidency, 


Goheen was an assistant professor (one step 
above an instructor) in the classics department 
at the university. Until the final stages, he had 
no idea he was being considered for the job. 
Despite his comparatively obscure position at 
the time, he had compiled a striking record of 
success—as- an undergraduate at Princeton, in 
the Army during World War IJ, in his postwar 
academic career. Another asset was his three 
years in a part-time position as national direc- 
tor of a fellowship program to recruit able 
young people into college teaching. 

These photographs were made during an 
interview while Goheen was here to address the 
Princeton Club of St. Louis. Quotations from 
the interview appear below the pictures.

New York Garment Workers Call Their First Major Strike in 25 Years

T THE HEIGHT of the busy pre - Easter season, three- 
fourths of the country’s production and delivery of 
spring and summer dresses came to a halt when 

the International .Ladies Garment Workers Union called 
a strike. Some 105,000 union members left their jobs in 
New York and eight nearby states. It was the first walk- 
out in the garment industry in 25 years. Settlement ap- 

ed imminent after the strike had been in progress 
or a week. 

The strike in the billion -dollar-a- year industry fol- 
lowed a breakdown in contract negotiations between the 
union and five established associations of dress maziu- 
facturers. The union, seeking its first pay increase in 
five years, had scaled its original wage demands down 
to a package increase of 15 per cent. The employers 
offered 5 per cent. Settlement was for an 8 per cent 
boost in base pay. Also involved in the controversy were 
matters of shorter work week, contract enforcement, holi- 
day pay, severance pay and other benefits. Employers 
in ed that with increased labor costs they might be 
forced to increase prices. 

In addition to the garment union participants, 25,000 
workers in such related fields as belt - making, embroidery 
and garment trucking were also idled by the strike. Two- 
thirds of all affected workers were in New York. The 
walkout also shut down plants in Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Vermont and Maryland.
